A recent magazine article concerning 
one of the country’s big business men, said 
that his life was a “study in contrasts.” Ap­ 
plying that phrase to local journalism, it 
nay be-said that this story of the Xenia 
Gazette is a study in contrasts between 
"then” and “now.” 
Fifty-four years ago the Xenia Gazette, 
a weekly journal, predecessor of this daily 
newspaper which is celebrating 
its 
42nd 
anniversary, next November, with just pride 
in its achievements, began it3 existence in 
the third story of the brick building which 
still stands at the northeast corner of Main 
and Whiteman Streets. 
It had its birth in that period of recon­ 
struction which followed the close of the 
Civil War. 
Local interest in the establish­ 
ment of a new Republican newspaper, had 
almost led to the formation of a stock com­ 
pany, but the men interested finally decided 
to leave the matter in the hands of three 
people, Dr. J. F. Patton, Thomas L. Tiffany 
and Warren Anderson. 
Dr. Patton was a 
druggist in Xenia and never actively parti­ 
cipated in the work of publishing the paper. 
Mr. Tiffany was a practical printer, and Mr.

The north windows of the Gazette busi- 
.ess office and composing room of the late 
seventies looked out upon a grassy lawn at 
ie rear of the Rader home, a brick residence 
/hich occupied the site on which now stands 
che Y. M. C. A. building and the Millen and 
^avidson properties at Market and Green 
treets. 
Xenia city in post-bellum days con- 
*ined her prisoners in the “calaboose” 
vhich was situated on the ground floor in 
he rear of the building into which the 
Gazette plant was moved by its new owners, 
m the winter of 1877-78. The second floor 
of the space acquired for the mechanical 
jquipment was not secure enough for the 
,ews press and its steam engine, so a sec­ 
ond story was built over the calaboose and 
the Millen & Morris wool house, and there 
•the press room remained until 1901 when 
the more modern Cox Duplex newspaper 
press was installed. 
It was necessary for 
this eight-ton electrically-driven machine to 
occupy the ground floor, over a pit, and the 
Gazette secured for that purpose the one­ 
time calaboose, together with the wool- 
house, beneath its old press room. 
This new press, which printed from 
large rolls of paper, instead of single sheets, 
as heretofore, marked a new era in local 
newpaperdom. At this time there were also 
added two Simplex type-setting machines, 
and for the first time type was set by ma­ 
chinery in Xenia. 
Scon after this new 
equipment was placed in service a large 
special edition wTas issued celebrating the 
great forward step that had been taken, 
which even then placed the Gazette far 
ahead of newspapers published in other 
towns the size of ours. 
Some 12 years ago the first Linotype, 
the real up-to-date type-setting machine, 
was installed. 
From time to time others 
followed, until today four multiple-magazine 
machines are in use. Not only is the read­ 
ing matter set on these machines, but most 
of the “heads” and the greater portion of the 
advertisements. 
One of these machines 
“sets” eight different sizes and styles of 
type, that is, it manufactures the type in 
full lines, from which the machines derive 
their naipe “Linotype.” 
Six years ago the old Cox Duplex press, 


with a fully equipped stereotyping plant. 
The late John 0. McCormick, son-in- 
law nf J. P. Chew became associated with 
the Daily Gazette early in its history, as 
city editor, and continued his connection 
with the paper until his death, in the fall 
of 1912. 
After seeing his newspaper established 
in its new home on South Detroit street, 
James P. Chew decided to turn over The 
Gazette to his grandson and namesake, 
James A. Chew.

— futility operated by men of kind heart,

This staff ferrets 
out each day's news stories, writes them m 
a concise manner, and they are Prin£ed by 
the newspaper so that readers, each day, 
are apprised of the happenings of their 
community. 
But there is yet another service given 
the readers by the newspaper.

MAMMOTH PRESS PRINTS TWO DAILY PAPERS 
Mechanical Equipment Shows 
Big Change From Steam-Drh 
Presses to Modern Machine 


A 24-page Hoe high speed press, which turns out newspapers at the rate of 300 a minute, prints The 
Evening Gazette and The Morning Republican. 
This huge machine weighing several tons and containing 
over 12,000 separate parts was installed here more than three years ago. 
It prints from a curved plate 
made in the foundry, and is capable of turning out copies of the newspapers in minutes where hours were 
formerly required. 
It i8 electrically driven and can print up to 24 pages, cutting, folding, and collecting, 
ready for delivery. 


It pays fancy figures for newspaper fiction, 
such as the continued stories that run daily 
in a Certain section of the paper. 
It also 
buys other practical features, such as the 
housekeeping hints, styles, 
beauty 
chats, 
short editorial talks and fact articles, rhymes 
and poems. In catering to another class, it 
purchases large features decorated with pic­ 
tures and for another, endeavors through a 
highly expensive service, to present comic 
pictures, known as 
“comic strips,” 
and 
daily cartoons on current events. Its search 
for new features of this sort, at any ex­ 
pense, is never-ending and it 
carries 
out 
systematic plans to continually present to 
its readers copy that is appealing, interest­ 
ing, amusing or instructive. 
It is believed in a newspaper office that 
few people realize the value of a paper until 
they have occasion to use it for some practi­ 
cal need. 
Readers have a common 
stock 
phrase, which they use emphatically 
and 
with conviction frequently, that: “there is 
nothing in the paper.” 
IGNORE BEST OFFERINGS 
When they say this they are ignoring the 
best offerings of the 
best 
services 
that 
money can buy. 
They ignore the. work of 
both the pen and the -typewriter, that today 
are carried in the modern newspaper, and 
which, a few years ago, would have 
been 
looked upon as marvellous. 
They have very little thought for the fact 
that the story, and not only the story, but 
likely the picture of the man whose life was 
attempted in a bomb explosion 
in Europe, 
was carried in their own home newspaper 
on the very day that the affair happened. 
They ignore the fact that the best offer­ 
ings of an aggregation of the world's best 
cartoonists and comic artists, 
drawn hun­ 
dreds of miles away, are re-printed exact in 
copy in their own home paper. 
They give little attention to the fact 
that the advice, suggestions and 
instruc­ 
tions of experts in many lines of endeavor 
are presented for them in a form that is bet­ 
ter than an actual interview with these learn­ 
ed people every day. 
But let them have something which they 
wish to have published. 
Then the paper’s 
real value is presented to them. A relative 
dies. 
They wish the friends and distant 
relatives to be informed of the facts. They 
desire that the paper carry a notice of the 
time of the funeral. 
Their lodge is to meet and the best way 
to inform the members, and by the way the 
most economical in view of the cost of post­ 
age, is to insert a notice in the daily news 
columns. 
They wish to propagate a movement of 
public or private kiteresf: 
To promote a 
scheme which affects and interests the pub­ 
lic. Their first recourse is to the newspaper. 
They lose a pocketbook, find a piece of 


jewelry, want to sell an old piece of furni­ 
ture, want to buy an automobile, want to 
know what to have for dinner tomorrow, 
want to knew how to prevent freckles, de­ 
sire information as to the outcome 0f the 
ball game in Chicago, the murder trial in 
Keokuk, the wreck in New York, the earth- 


The mechanical equipment of the Xenia 
Gazette when it was established in 1868, 
was as simple as that of the average small 
city newspaper of the period. 
Aside from the two presses, a news­ 
paper press and a job machine, a few type 
cabinets and cases, and a make-up stone 
comprised the outfit. 
Later, prior to the purchase of the plant 
by J. P. Chew, the company installed a 
steam engine to operate its presses, and also 
added an Aldine three-color job press and a 
half-medium Gordon job press. 
The steam engine as a maker of motive 
power was soon discarded after the Gazette 
came into the possession of Mr. Chew. There 
was always a fine head of steam when it 
wasn’t needed, and usually none at all or 
very little, when it was needed most. 
When Mr. Chew bought the Gazette, this 
steam engine occupied a prominent position 
in the room which served as office, editorial 
sanctum, composing room and job room com­ 
bined. 
The noise made by the engineer 
shoveling fuel into its firebox, the pounding 
of its machinery and the hiss of escaping 
steam, furnished the music to which the 
“chief’' wrote editorials, harrangued the poli­ 
ticians, and soothed the feelings of the 
perturbed citizen who had called to “lick 
the editor.” 
With the discarding of the steam en­ 
gine, the management began its troubles 
with the gas engine. The four-horse-power 
Otto gas engine that was first bought was 
soon found to be too small to run both the 
newspaper press and the job presses, so a 
seven horse power engine was bought to 
operate the newspaper and a two-horse­ 
power engine to furnish power for the job-

Fairchild retired in the summer of 1843,

Currie was possibly a better poet 
than newspaper manager, and he retired in 
June, 1845, leaving McBratney sole owner 
and editor until June 22, 1853, when W. E. 
Morris bought an interest in the paper. His 
connection with the sheet was short lived.

Newspapers Spring Up in Towns Throughout Greene County] 


While many papers were soming 
and 
going in Xenia, many more were spring up 
mushroom like in towns in the* Colnty oht- 
aide the eountyseat. Thus practically every 
Greene County town has boasted papers now 
extinct. 
The first paper in Jamestown was the 
Echo, established by W. S. Galvin in 1870. 
That paper was the father of che present 
Greene County Journal and has been owned 
and published ever since its organization by 
the Galvins, father and son. The paper was 
called successively The Echo, Tribune, Comet 
and Journal, 
in 1898 The Greene County 
Press was established in the town and in 
1910 was consolidated with the Journal. 
There are no files of any newspapers in 
Yellow Springs prior to the ’80's, and the 
earlier journalistic record of the village has 
not been traced. 
The first definite record 
shows that Warren Anderson published the

Forty years ago Xenia had a telephone 
exchange with one hundred connections, and 
in addition to its new paper mill and twine 
factory it also had a new furniture factory, 
according to the Gazette, which also records 
a shortage of houses for renting purposes, 
and urges “some enterprising capitalist to 
build tenements.” 
Advertising of their activities by the 
churches 
was evidently more 
unpopular 
forty years ago than it is now for the editor 
of the Gazette pleads for notices of fes­ 
tivals, special meetings and the like to De 
run free of charge. He says “Christians are 
not as wise in their generation as showmen, 
for while the fatter advertise liberally, pay 
largely for it and make lots of money by do­ 
ing so, you can scarcely get church notices 
by begging for them .” 
Railroads weren’t charging rates forty 
years ago that would almost prohibit the 
average person travelling that way. 
Tht; 
Gazette announces a cheap excursion to At­ 
lanta, round trip fare from Springfield to 
be $13.70. 
The distillery at Trebeins was in the 
height of its glory at that time, the news­ 
paper stating th at it was mashing 225 
bushels of corn and making 000 gallons of 
liquor daily. 
Issues of The Gazette of the file of 
1881 contain in detail the story of the trial 
of Guitaau, President Garfield’s assassin, 
which ran for about two months, the de­ 
fense attempting to free its client on the 
insanity plea. 
When ^he Daily Gazette had been pub­ 
lished for a week, the publishers announced 
the division of the town into four routes for 
the delivery of the paper to subscribers by 
carriers. 
The plan was adopted then which 
in effect has been in force ever since, the 
carriers buying the papers and collecting for 
them from their subscribers each Saturday. 
The price of the paper to subscribers was 
ten cents a week. 
At the head of the editorial cdlumn of 
the new daily appeared the names of J. P. 
Chew as editor and proprietor; W. B. Chew 
publisher and John 0. McCormick, local 
editor. 


County Correspondents Aid In Gathering 
News Items From Various Localites 


The newspaper published in thfe center 
of a community of this nature, must lay its 
cornerstone of popularity on a foundation of 
personal interest. 
The subscriber to a newspaper publish­ 
ed in a city of this size wants to be able to 
read the personal comings and goings of the 
people he knows personally or is acquaint­ 
ed with, as well as the bigger “local” news 
items or the new of world-wide importance. 
Xhis desire mounts to a demand from 
the news reading public, and fully cognizant 
of this sentim ent The Gazette and The Re­ 
publican have built their reputation of bear­ 
ing to their readers the sort of news they 
call for. 
The so-called “country correspond­ 
ents,” th at is, ^he news gatherers in each 
community over Greene County make up 
what is an im portant cog in 
this 
news- 
gathering machinery that it is necessary to 
maintain in order to “cover the field.” 
W hether the reader lives in Xenia or 
one of the towns or villages of the county, 
or some neighborhood th at has community 
interests all its own, he demands news that 
is of particular interest to him because it 
concerns himself, his family or his friends. 
This staff of the county news w riters is 
maintained to see that The Gazette and The 
Republican are furnished with this type of 
news. 
In the small item of thd illness of a 
well-known citizen carried in the news of a 
particular village or community 
may 
lie 
more interest for the reader 
from 
that 
community than any of the “big” stories 
that are played up on the front page ot the 
paper. 
Thus the work of these correspondents 
is serious and responsible because 
it 
in­ 
volves assembling all of tihe item s of this 
nature available in the correspondent’s com­ 
munity, writing them in a readable style, 
and forwarding them to the papers. 
These 
papers furnished their correspondents with 
paper and 
stamps, 
addressed 
envelopes 
which they use in sending frequent news 
letters to the editor. 
In addition tney are 
instructed to never fail to use the telephone 
to inform the news room of these dailies of 
the “big story” or particularly interesting 
or unusual news story “breaking” th at day 
in their community. The smaller items are 
saved for the letters which are printed as 
they come in under a caption proclaiming 
from what town, village or community they 
come. 
In this way, all of the subscribers of these 


papers are kept in touch with the events of 
interest in all the communities in the coun­ 
ty, and those who have moved from one place 
to another are enabled to keep in touch with 
the things of interest in their form er home. 
The news correspondence of any paper 1s 
one of theh most im portant sub-divisions 
of news that any paper can print. 
The 
caption 
“Jamestown,” 
“Yellow 
Springs,” “Cedarville” and others 
attract 
the eye of the reader to these news items 
from community centers. 
As the news let­ 
ters are received, they are read carefully by 
the editor, who edits them, and “plays up,” 
or emphasizes, possibly by sub-heads, the 
importance of items th a t seem worthy 
of 
distinction, while others are carried with­ 
out headings as personals. 
These correspondents are anxious 
to 
furnish their papers with all the news hap­ 
penings of their communities, and in this re­ 
spect they solicit the aid of 
the 
reader. 
They hope that their readers will help them 
make their column the best of all 
county 
correspondence in the papers.

Veteran Editor of 
Gazette 72 Years 
As Newspaperman 


The editor of the Gazette and the Re­ 
publican, James Parker Chew, 
Is the old­ 
est editor in active service in Ohio. 
This 
veteran newspaper man, who is now in his 
92nd 
year 
was 
bom In 
York 
County, 
Pennsylvania, but spent his youth and was 
educated in the public schools of Carlisle 
in that state. 
When nearly 15 years old, his mother 
being determined that he should be taught 
a trade, after unsuccessful efforts with him 
at a shoe shop and a carpenter shop, finally 
succeeded in securing for him a place in the 
“Carlisle Herald” office, where later he was 
apprenticed for four years, to board with the 
editor and to receive for his services $25 
for the first year, $40 for second, $50 for 
the third, and $60 for the fourth year, to 
buy his clothes. At the end of his appren­ 
ticeship, when he was approaching his nine­ 
teenth birthday, having an 
uncle 
living 
at Lawrenceburg, Ind., he took Horace Gree­ 
ley’s advice to “Go West young man.” 
He started for Indiana, but when he got 
to H arrisburg to take the train he was of­ 
fered $7 per week to stay there, and thought 
to himself “no use going West with such a 
liberal offer here.” 
Those were low wage 
days (1851), as the foreman at the Carlisle 
Herald office received only $5 per week. 
But the young man concluded to pursue his 
journey, and took the Pennsylvania railroad 
West. 
The railroad was then only finished 
as far as Johnstown, Pa., and from there 
he had to take the canal to Pittsburg. From 
there he went by steamer to Lawrenceburg, 
20 miles below Cincinnati on the Ohio river, 
stopping at the latter place, Cincinnati, a 
few hours on Easter Sunday, 1851, to wander 
around and follow the crowd to the Cathedral 
to see the wonderful floral display. 
GOES TO MADISON 
Getting no employment at Lawrenee- 
burg, Mr. Chew went 'to Madison, 
Ind., 
where he worked for a year or so, part of 
the time “pulling a hand press” to print the 
enormous edition o£700 copies of the “Madi­ 
son Bannei. 
Then Lawrenceburg condi­ 
tions had so changed th at he was offered 
the foremanship of the “Press” office. The 
proprietor, who was a Methodist preacher, in 
a year or so concluded to go back into the 
ministry and was glad to turn the “Press” 
over to Mr. Chew on account of what he 
owed him and Mr. Chew to assume bis in­ 
debtedness in bank for its purchase in the 
first place. 
It thus became possible for the 
young man from the East to become a n?ws- j 
paper publisher six months before he came 
of age, and from th at day to this he has al­ 
ways had a newspaper connection. 
Mr. Chew telling why he came to Xenia 
and of his purchase of The Gazette, and 
subsequent starting of the daily said: 
“I bought the Xenia Gazette on the 
first day of November, 1877. 
I had long 
been publishing a paper in Lawrenceburg, 
Indiana—publishing a Republican paper in 
a rock-ribbed Democratic county, where I 
had no advantage from the “official” ad­ 
vertising, and it was to get the benefit of 
this th at I came to Xenia. 
I bought the 
paper of Patton and P!nl6y—Dr. J. F. Pat­ 
ton, who had long had a drug store here, 
and Colonel R. P. Finley—neither of them 
■printers, and in fact the paper had practi­ 
cally ibeen running itself. 
lit was some^ 
time afterw ards that I discovered that my 
paper was only a ‘second fiddle’ in the Re­ 
publican party, the Torchlight’ being the 
recognized party organ. 
So I was in for a 
fight which lasted several years, until I was 
able to down the Torchlight, buy it and 
absorb it. 
DID NOT MOVE TO XENIA 
“I did not move to Xenia for a year 
after I bought the paper, for the very good 
reason th at I had an office, being Internal 
Revenue Collector at Lawrenceburg, where 
in seven years I collected over nine millions 
of dollars for Uncle Sam, that district on ac­ 
count of the Lawrenceburg and Aurora dis­ 
tilleries, being the largest paying one in 
Indiana. 
So, for a year after November 1, 
1877, my son, Mr. W. B. Chew, very suc­ 
cessfully conducted the Gazette, and has 
practically always been connected with it. 
“When we started the Daily Gazette it 
was a great venture, for at that time no 
towns of our size felt able to indulge in such 
a luxury, but we concluded to try it. 
H arry Merrick and John A. Cisco, then in 
their young manhood, were started out as 
solicitors, and at the end of a week of hard 
drumming the town, were able to report 5Q0 
subscribers, and it was not until the end of 
the first year th at we could brag on the im­ 
mense circulation of 1,000. You know adver­ 
tising is the life-blood of a newspaper, and 
in this respect'our venture was conspicuous 
by its absence. 
But having put our hand 
to the plow, we never for a moment felt like 
abandoning the project. 
“Perseverance has ever been regarded 
by me as a cardinal virtue, so to keep ‘carry­ 
ing on’ was only second nature to me. Think 
you there were no ‘stumps’ to be uprooted 
in this venture? 
Indeed there have been 
plenty. 
Many have been the Xenia daily 
papers th at have come and gone since that 
first Xenia Daily Gazette dared to exist. 
“And so it is, thanks to many thousand 
friends, that we come to the day when our 
venture is no longer such, but a great public 
institution of our city and county, of which 
we think we have reason to be proud.” 


ELECTRICITY A NOVELTY 
Electricity for illuminating purposes, 
now considered indispensable was a novelty 
so short a time as forty years ago. A Daily 
Gazette of February, 1882, carried the fol­ 
lowing dispatch with an Indianapolis date 
line: 
“The electric light was introduced here 
tonight, at Christ Episcopal Church, which^ 
is believed to be the firsfN:hurch in the 
country to adopt tha new style of illumina­ 
tion.”

“IN THE GOOD OLD DAYS.” 
The 42n d an n iversary of 
the 
Xen ia 
Gazette brin gs to my min d fon d memories 
of the good old day s of my y outh, an d the 
day s down through the midway of my life. 
It was on the Gazette that I spen t most of 
my 
“profession al an d 
busin ess” career, 
startin g in as a carrier boy , an d fillin g al­ 
most every position from that of “devil” to 
the holdin g down of the editorial chair 
(when the Big Chief was out of town .) 
So 
I con sider the Gazette my alma mater—the 
big un iversity —for it was through my as­ 
sociation s with that paper that I secured 
the train in g that has helped me in my life‘s 
work. 
, 
While Xen ia an d Green e Coun ty has 
produced man y n oted celebrities in the liter­ 
ary field, the n ame of J. P. Chew, the 
foun der of The Daily Gazette, may be classed 
with that of Whitelaw Reid, Coates Kin n ey , 
an d the other n oted n ewspaper men , tfhose 
n ames have been hon ored in the n ewspaper 
world. Mr. Chew, n ow the oldest active edi­ 
torial writer in the coun try , was remarkable 
in man y way s. He was a great teacher, an d 
today there are man y men fillin g respon sible 
position s over the world, who can trace their 
success to tn e tutorship of J. P. Chew. He 
had traits of character that won for him 
the greatest respect of those who kn ew him 
in timately . 
He had a heart that was al­ 
way s beatin g for human ity , an d especially 
was this applicable to his own employ es. I 
recall the times when a n ew y oun gster 
would come in to the Bren n an home, that I 
would fin d in my pay -en velope an ex tra five 
dollars, with a n ote attached, say in g: 
“A 
n ew dress for the n ew baby .” An d then , too, 
how we boy s (an d the girls, also) would 
watch with eagern ess the Christmas times, 
when Mr. Chew would make the roun ds an d 
pass out our Xmas presen ts. To us, he was 
a REAL San ta Claus—on e who will ever live 
in our memories. 
I spen t man y a happy day on the 
Gazette. Tis true, it was a busy life—for a 
daily n ewspaper office is a place of hustle 
an d bustle—but n otwithstan din g all this, 
there was time for frolic an d fun , an d man y 
a joke was play ed an d pran k pulled aroun d 
that old prin t-shop. I have a picture before 
me n ow of Clin t Rader asleep in a chair in 
the rear of on e of the buildin gs close by , an d 
I can see Harry Kiern an on top of the roof 
above turn in g over a bucket of water on the 
sleeper below. 
I can see on e of the girl 
ty pe-setters brin gin g in to the office a box 
con tain in g a pair of n ew shoes, which she 
was return in g to the store, an d then I see 
Tom Max well switchin g the shpes, placin g in 
the box a pair of men ’s worn -out brogues. 
Yes, an d I can see the flushed face of that 
gal when the store-keeper open ed the box 
an d foun d the old shoes. She had q uite a 
time ex plain in g that she was n ot try in g to 
put on e over on the shoe man . My , how the 
fur did fly aroun d that composin g room! 
Then , too, what fun we had when the 
n ew employ e was sen t aroun d to the other 
n ewspaper offices for the “ty pe-grin der.” I 
can see Matt Kump loadin g up some poor 
guy with all the heavy weights aroun d the 
place, an d sen din g him to some remote part 
of the city , an d when he arrived there he 
would be told that it was at the other en d 
of town the load belon ged. 
Of course, I will n ever forget the joke 
play ed on Fran k Riden our, who was then a 
star reporter, an d alway s eager to get a 
“scoop” on the others.

Fran k hurriedly called up the hospi­ 
tals, a n umber of the doctors in the city , an d 
the railroad station s. Securin g n o defin ite in ­ 
formation from these sources, he relied on 
what I had told him an d wrote an accoun t of 
the acciden t. 
When he came to me to fin d 
out just how the fellow had his foot taken 
Dff, with the most serious an d pathetic 
coun ten an ce, I told him “that the fellow was 
sittin g in the passen ger coach an d had his 
'oot upon the seat, when the con ductor came 
. lon g an d took it off.” I have n ever seen a 
fellow look so beat, an d Riden our ever after­ 
ward was a little shy of early -morn in g 
“scoops.” 
But such thin gs added spice to prin t- 
shop-life, an d kept in good spirit the em­ 
ploy es (an d sometimes the bosses) whose 


daily work might otherwise have been a 
grin d.

I saw it all.

framed picture of the old Court House over 
his desk, an d the on e of the first Gazette 
force, the old Caligraph ty pewriter, the on ly 
on e of its kin d I ever saw, attached to the 
left han d side of the editorial desk, to be 
swun g out of sight ben eath it when n ot in 
use. 
The gas stove which was so close to 
my desk that its heat burn ed my back in 
win ter, an d the lon g win dows through which 
in the summer aftern oon s the western sun 
streamin g, scorched me. 
Then Fran k Riden our, 
slim, 
boy ish, 
without the embon poin t that has come sin ce, 
poun din g out copy on the old SmUJi-Premier, 
an d me, with my Oliver, try in g to keep up 
with Fran k. 
The steady “put, put” of the gas en gin e 
escape comes through the win dows. 
The 
click of the Simplex ty pesettin g machin es in 
the composin g room play s an accompan imen t 
to the ty pewriters. 
“Jim ” 
An derson the 
foreman is shoutin g orders in his high pitch­ 
ed voice. 
I won der where “Jim” is n ow. 
He wen t to New York an d the last I heard of 
him he had sailed for En glan d. That was 
• before the World War. William F. Bren n an 
came back to the Gazette as foreman after 
he retired as May or of Xen ia, an d An derson 
left. 
It was “Billy ” Bren n an who showed 
me “ty pe lice,” gullible green “cub” that I 
was. 
I can hear y et his shout of laughter 
when the dirty water spray ed in to my peer­ 
in g face from the ty pe he deftly shoved to­ 
gether. “Billy ” Bren n an it was as well who 
got the job prin ters to make an en ormous 
sign to han g on the wall high above my desK 
den otin g the n ew title I had acq uired the 
morn in g my first n ephew made his debut* in ­ 
to the world. 
I recall the campaign meetin g here dur­ 
in g the old Green Street day s that brought 
to Xen ia the late James W. Faulkn er, be­ 
loved dean of political writers, an d John T. 
Bourke of the Clevelan d Leader, in the ex ­ 
pectan cy that a big story would break. The 
big n ews, which I believe was to have been 
an an n oun cemen t of a can didate for

ern or, failed to develop, but the two widely 
kn own political writers called at the Gazette 
office, an d chatted in the

gether. 
I remember how pleased

was 
when they talked to me an d 
gave 
advice 
about gettin g- on in the n ews game. 
But that all seems a very , very lon g 
time ago. It was. I was with the Gazette 
through most of its tran sition period, which 
commen ced with the

Green Street q uarters to its own buildin g. 
I saw the separation of departmen ts, the 
first step in greater 
efficien cy 
in 
each 
bran ch of the paper. I saw the old Simplex 
machin es give way to modern lin oty pes.

revolution ize

metropolitan n ewspaper establishmen t.

PEN SKETCHES OF YESTERDAY. 
Occupy in g the position of reporter on 
the Gazette, it was my duty to chron icle for 
a n umber of y ears, the comin gs an d goin gs, 
the acciden ts an d deaths of the city . If an y ­ 
on e wen t to Sprin g Valley or Be’llbrook, it 
was recorded as an item of n ews, 
an d as 
they had to go by train in stead of automo­ 
bile or traction , we usually caught them on 
tlhe fly . 
Fred Kelly an d Howard Bratton were 
my chief competitors in the n ews-gatherin g 
field in those day s. They were correspon d­ 
en ts for out-of-town papers who 
sen t 
in 
Xen ia items, an d of course the rivalry 
at 
times was fierce. 
Both of these men have 
sin ce made good. 
Fred Kelly is a magazin e 
writer of n ote who gets in to the best periodi­ 
cals of the day , an d Howard Bratton is the 
editor of a daily paper away up in Min n esota 
w<here the sn ows are six feet deep an d the 
thermometer registers “forty below.” 
Of 
course, on e bein g a magazin e writer an d the 
other an editor, they are both 
rollin g 
in 
wealth an d it would n ot be aston ishin g at 
an y time for them to build a n ew theater 
or presen t the city with boulevard lights. 
Billy Bren n an was foreman 
at 
that 
time but forsook his duties to go in to poli­ 
tics ; was twice elected may or of the city an d 
is n ow associatin g with statesmen an d ora­ 
tors an d thin ks n o more about it than

they were just ordin ary people. 
On e of my chief tasks in those day s was 
to take care of the carrier boy s an d to take 
care of a bun ch of about twen ty of the wild­

On e member of the 
ffrm attempted at on e time to do a little 
welfare work amon g these boy s an d put in a 
readin g room with domin oes an d checker 
boards. It worked all right for a couple of 
day s, then the boy s con cluded that the games 
were too high class an d wan ted somethin g 
more ex citin g, an d when 
the 
boss 
ap­ 
peared on the scen e after a wild an d ex citin g 
time amon g the boy s, he foun d the checkers 
an d domin oes scattered to the four win ds, 
on e leg off the table an d the en tire place 
lookin g like a cy clon e had hit it. In spite of 
the fact that these boy s were such an un ruly 
bun ch, most of them have been successful 
to a marked degree. Every on ce in a while 
I get a letter from on e of these boy s who 
has drifted to a distan t state an d he tells me 
of the progress he has made in busin ess or in 
his profession . I thin k it must be a source 
of gratification to them an d that these let­ 
ters are written with the spirit of heapin g 
coals of fire on my head for the reason that 
I predicted in their y outh that most of them 
would surely lan d in the pen iten tiary . Non e 
of them have reached the Presiden tial chair, 
although some of them are headed m at way . 
Coun ty Auditor R. 0. Wead is on e of 
these boy s, n ow bein g a politician of n ote an d 
an orator of ren own , an d while he (has n ot 
reached the chief ex ecutive’s chair an d has 
a lon g way to go, he is headed in that direc­ 
tion .

MY START WITH THE GAZETTE. 
The req uest made of me to write a short 
story embody in g some of my remin iscen ces 
as a member of the staff of The Xen ia Daily 
Gazette causes my min d to wan der back­ 
ward more y ears than I am willin g to con ­ 
fess. Memories crowd on e upon an other. I 
remember the Gazette back in the day s 
when it was prin ted on a han d-fed press an d 
when more than a four-page edition was an 
even t. 
In those day s I was a carrier boy 
an d we carriers had to fold our papers. We 
did n ot have then a press that “bats 'em oy t” 
faster than on e can coun t, all folded an d 
ready to be delivered. 
It seems but y esterday , although it 
must have been fully twen ty -five y ears ago, 
when I got my first job on the Gazette. 
George Graham, who was then a substitute 
carrier for Lewis Cox , at about two bits a 
week had me carry his papers on e n ight for 
which service I was given the mun ificen t 
sum of 5 cen ts. That was the first' mon ey 
I earn ed on the Gazette an d I came n ear n ot 
gettin g that as I missed on e subscriber an d 
George said he thought he “ought to dock 
me.” An y way I got the n ickel, an d a little 
later I secured an hon est-to-goodn ess job as 
a helper for Albert Piper, receivin g a weekly 
salary of 30 cen ts. Later I became a route 
own er an d thus in the capacity of a carrier 
boy I saw the Gazette blossom forth from 
its han d-set an d han d-fed press-day s to a 
flat-bed web press an d Simplex ty pe-settin g 
machin es, n ot the fast slug-castin g Lin o­ 
ty pes of today , but machin es that set ty pe. 
These machin es, which at that time were 
won derful mechan ical affairs, are n ow ob­ 
solete an d man ufacture of them has lon g 
sin ce ceased. 
In those day s the old web 
press an d the slow ty pe-settin g machin es 
were as won derful to all of us as the presen t

Gazette-Republican is n ow con sidered. 
In 1902 I became a cub reporter un der 
“Hoke” Smith, who, before that time, had 
been the sole reporter on the Gazette, an d 
alon e an d un aided, had chron icled the joy s 
an d sorrows of the commun ity . 
At first 1 
rather fear that I was of mighty little as­ 
sistan ce to “Hoke,” as I had n ever before 
written a n ews item, an d did n ot kn ow a 
n ews story when I met it face-to-face on 
the s tr^ t. However, un der “Hoke’s” gen tle 
tutelage I gradually blossomed forth in to a 
full-fledged reporter, with a police badge an d 
every thin g.

success of those even remotely con n ected

Practically ever sin ce the Gazette ’add 
came a daily paper, more than 
40 y er^. 
ago, the same sy stem of han dlin g 
cam ^ 
boy s has been in vogue. The sy stem , is sim­ 
ple but busin ess-like. 
Boy s who own their 
own routes, acq uire them by purchase at 
$25 a route. 
Often , with approval of the 
paper, they are bought an d sold between the 
boy s themselves. 
The $25 is n ot actually a. purchase price, 
but is more like a bon d, 
which the y oun g 
carrier ?>uts up with the paper, to establish 
his credit an d ex press his in tegrity of pur­ 
pose. 
For^hese y oun g merchan ts n eed 
a 
fin an cial backgroun d when buy in g an d sell­ 
in g their product, just as man y of them un ­ 
doubtedly foun d n ecessary later, when they 
en tered the ran ks of commerce. 
The carrier buy s his paper on “tick,” 
but in order to keep up his credit with the 
paper, he must pay his bill each week, an d 
thus is very an x ious to keep his collection s 
paid up promptly . Shortly before the paper 
“goes to press,” th e carriers assemble m a 
room off the press room, ex pressly built for 
them. 
Ben ches provide them seatin g ac­ 
commodation s un til the papers are ready . 
Between the press room an d carriers 
room, is a slidin g win dow, with 
a broad 
shelf. 
When the big press starts turn in g 
out papers, the 
carrier 
man ager 
coun ts 
them in bun dles of a n umber to agree with 
the n umber carried by thg boy s_ on the list 
before him. The papers are passed through 
the win dow to the y ouths. By referrin g to 
the carrier list, the distributor coun ts the 
papers out rapidly for each boy , who then 
leaves to begin distribution alon g his route. 
The n umber of papers taken by each 
boy each n ight, is then charged again st him 
in * the busin ess office. 
Saturday is collec­ 
tion day for the carriers, an d they come in to 
the office that morn in g with pockets filled 
with pen n ies, n ickles, dimes, q uarters an d 
mon ey of larger den omin ation . 
Bills are ren dered the boy s each Satur­ 
day morn in g, an d they are ex pected to set­ 
tle in full durin g the day . 
The $25 bon d on deposit acts a.s a gov­ 
ern or an d should they n ot be out of debt 
with the n ewspaper when they give up their 
route, the amoun t of deficit is deducted from 
the bon d mon ey when it is return ed to them. 
However, such cases are rare in the lon g his­ 
tory of the paper’s carrier sy stem. 
Carriers in town s outside of Xen ia get 
their papers by train , traction or ous each 
even in g, an d they are charged again st them 
in the same man n er as local carriers. Their 
bills are mailed to them an d they pay regu­ 
larly by mail, just as the Xen ia carrier pay ® 
directly at the office.

"Little Antioch,” the unique build­ 
ing which very recently was, 
but 
now is not, was, during the period of 
its existence, one of the most mark­ 
ed features of the town 
of 
Yellow 
Springs. 
Its history rises not from Its anti­ 
quity, for in point of years It is not 
very ancient; the town itself being 
one of Greene 
County’s 
youngest^ 
children. 
When Judge Mills sold the hotel 
at the spring in 1841, to William Neff 
of Cincinnati and came to his land 
on the west aide of the stream, he 
came into an almost unbroken for­ 
est. 
Here and there upon tne tract 
were a few cleared acres where small 
and indifferent dwellings had been 
built. One of these houses the Judge

When the Judge heard of it he only 
took time to pack his grip and await 
the coming of the daily stage which 
took him to Columbus, and on to New 
York and Boston. 
At 
the 
latter 
place he went to Nathan Hale, who 
was editor of the leading Boston 
paper, and a man having muon 
in­ 
fluence with the capitalists. “ Thus 
was the loan negotiated 
and 
the 
railroad secured for this point. While 
the road was being built from Xenia 
to Springfield many *substantlal fam­ 
ilies from among the early settlers 
of the region around, moved 
here 
with a view to business. 
They all 
built good homes and this brought 
artisans to do the work of building 
Sometime before the railroad reached 
here in 1846. Yellow Springs had as­ 
sumed tho features of a village anil 
heeded a school. 
iVs early as 1825 Miami Township 
was divided iftto four sehoor districts* 
one school house in each district. The 
one drawing pupils from this section 
was on tho Clifton pike near where 
Center School is now located. In the 
early 40’s It had more than IOO pilate’ 
enrolled. This called for a sub-district 
school and In 1845 a house was built 
for it in the then unincorporated vil­ 
lage of Yellow Springs. 
The house still stands on Elm street 
but little changed in outward appear­ 
ance since first built. It is now used 
as the primary room of the public 
schools. The Elm street school was 
soon overcrowded, Judge Mills ad­ 
dressed himself to the work of pre­ 
paring a place for the small children, 
as a private school. The frame house 
he built tor that purpose 
now

cluded in the Reed home which stands 
north east of the Presbyterian church. 
O B T A IN S IN STITUTIO N 
In 1850 the quick ear of the Judge 
caught the word that a convention of 
the Christian denomination was to be 
held at Marion, New York, to consider 
the founding of a college to be locat­ 
ed. presumably in that state. He at­ 
tended it and by reason of his elo­ 
quence, his offer of a site and $20,000, 
he secured the institution for Yellow 


diWelling. 
The Jtown^ should) h*!Ve 
bought it as a home for the Public 
Library for which purpose it was well 
suited. Then it would have been as a 
monument to the memory of Judge 
Mills. Had It not been for him there 
would have never been a “L ittle An­ 
tioch’'. nor an Antioch College, nor a 
railroad here nor a town of Yellow 
Springs. ^ 


COUNTY REFLECTED IN GROWTH 


Down through the history of Xenia 
and Greene County, may be found the 
powerful Influence of the church in 
the community and its grgtrth. 
The 
study of the religious life 
of 
the 
county reveals some very interesting 
facts. 
It Is admitted that the rural 
church is fast disappearing, this fact 
being true of Greene County, as with 
the other counties in 
tne 
United 
Staters, -since twenty-five churches 
that once had flourishing congrega*- 
tions, here have been abandoned. 
An Intimate study of the churches 
of the county shows that there have 
been over one 
hundred 
organized^ 
within the limits of the county. Even 
before the county was organized in 
1803, some of the settlers were hold­ 
ing religious services in their homes. 
The Presbyterians and the Method­ 
ists came in with the organization of 
the county, and while 
there 
were 
other denominations represented, yet 
these were th© prevailing denomina­ 
tions for several years 
after 
the 
county was organized. 
The Friends were to be found early 
in Silvercreek Township, but their 
growth has never been rapid. 
Other 
Protestant denominations appeared, 
and organized congregations Derore 
the time of the Civil War. and prac­ 
tically all now found In the county 
were well established prior to the 
’60s. 
The Catholic 
Church 
dates 
from 1844 in Xenia, and other Catho­ 
lic congregations, are of later date.

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In England and reached almbst in- I 
stant approval and popularity in this 
countryi where the organization Is 
separate although sim ilar in form to 
the original of Great Britain. 
The 
American organization was incorpor­ 
ated February 8, 1920 and now has 
hundreds of thousands of members, 
including on its list of national offi­ 
cers, honorary and active, some of 
the outstanding men of the country. 
The membership is open to boys 
over 12 years of age and to men who 
find ample opportunity for work with 
the association in the adult ciassin- 
cations. The boys are organized into 
patrols and Troops, each patrol con­ 
sisting of eight members, with a pa­ 
trol leader, while three or four patrols 
ma-k*1 up a Troop. The Scoutmaster 
is the adult leader of the troop. Mem 
bership offers many different ranks, 
based on merit for achievements on 
the scout plane, and there are non­ 
commissioned as well as commission­ 
ed officers in Scoutdom. 
As 
a 
national 
organization, 
Boy 
Scouts reached their element d u r­ 
ing the war, when they assisted in 
Liberty Loan and W ar Saving Stamp 
sales, in gardening and food conserva­ 
tion. and as dispat 
bearers for the 
Government in distributing pamph­ 
lets for the Committee on Public In­ 
formation- 
They have successfully 
conducted a country-wide census of 
black walnut timber for the W ar De 
partm ent to make gun stock and air­ 
plane propellers .and have aided in 
the Red Cross, Y. M. C. A., and other 
war service campaigns. 
The Scout movement was inaugur­ 
ated in this city several years ago. and 
active troops marked the progress of 
the organization for some time. There 
followed a lull In activities in which 
the troops disbanded and the move­ 
m ent was lost. After the war, how­ 
ever, there was another demand for 
the organization, with the result that 
the 
men 
of the F irst Presbyterian 
Church, led by their pastor, the Rev. 
W. H Telford, decided to. sponsor the 
organization of Scouts here. 
The Scouts were reorganized and 
mustered in, November I, 1921, but 
Troop I, is really a continuation of 
the former troop of the same numeral, 
w'hich was active several years age- 
The records at National Headquar­ 
ters show (he present Troop I to he 
a continuation of the old troop- Troop 
2 was organized later and is composed 
cf boys younger than those who make 
up the senior Troop. Since their re­ 
turn to popularity here, the Scouts 
have made up in achievements, activ­ 
ities and interest the tim e lost when 
the city was without a Troop and so 
strong are the present ti oops that a 
long life is predicted for them. 
Much of the credit for the establish­ 
m ent of the Scout movement on a 
firm basis here, should go to Leigh 
M. Nisbet, Scoutmaster of Troop I, 
who is also a Deputy Scout Commic- 
sioner, and who has been affiliated 
with the movement since its incep­ 
tion here. Always Intrigued by the 
lure of military aud 
woodcraft, 
he 
saw the possibility for a tremendous 
influence among boys when he first 
became affiliated 
with 
the 
Scout 
movement and it was largely through 
his 
efforts 
that 
the 
organization 
reached a higo plane here. 
During the war Mr. Nisbet served 


as a Lieutenant of Infantry, and came 
to realize more than ever, if that 
were possible, the advantages of his 
early Scout training- He served orig­ 
inally as a scout 
under Scoutm aster 
Robert H. Kingsbury, 
whose careful 
leadership had a marked effect on the 
first. Scouts mustered in here. After 
returning from service, Mr- Nisbet 
set about to re-establish on a firm 
footing the organization he was in­ 
terested in. 
The offer of the First Presbyterian 
Church to sponsor the organization 
even to the extent of furnishing quar­ 
te rs for the Troops, gave tne move­ 
ment for a new organization, 
the 
background It needed. Since the new 
Troop I was mustered in. the move­ 
ment here has flourished and regain* 
cd the splendor it attained in its ear­ 
lier venture. Its ranking with other 
Troops wins the. local organization 
high approval of 
Scout 
executives 
. everywhere and frequent tributes lo 
the ingenuity of Scoutmaster Nisbet, 
whose efforts have been attained in 
tile high plane the Troops here enjoy. 
With the organization of Troop 2, 
Scoutm aster Nisbet 
has

also had been identified with 
the original movement, Is an Eagle 
Scout and is accomplishing muon with 
the group of younger boys who com­ 
pose Troop 2.

A recent magazine article concerning 
one of the country's big business men, said 
that his life was a “study in contrasts.” Ap­ 
plying that phrase to local journalism, it 
may bepaid that this story of the Xenia 
Gazette is a study in contrasts between 
‘‘then” and “now.” 


Fifty-four years ago the Xenia Gazette, 
a weekly journal, predecessor of this daily 
newspaper which is celebrating 
its 
42nd 
anniversary, next November, with just pride 
in its achievements, began its existence in 
the third story of the brick building which 
still stands at the northeast corner of Main 
and Whiteman Streets. 


It had its birth in that period of recon­ 
struction which followed the close of the 
Civil WTar. 
Local interest in the establish­ 
ment of a new Republican newspaper, had 
almost led to the formation of a stock com­ 
pany, but the men interested finally decided 
to leave the matter in the hands of three 
people, Dr. J. F. Patton, Thomas L. Tiffany 
and Warren Anderson. 
Dr. Patton was a 
druggist in Xenia and never actively parti­ 
cipated in the work of publishing the paper. 
Mr. Tiffany was a practical printer, and Mr. 


Anderson did the editorial work, 
^he late 
James L. Lantz was the first foreman. 
He 
and Mr. Tiffany bought the type and me­ 
chanical equipment for the new paper in 
Cincinnati.

The paper was published for a few years 
in the third story room at Main and White­ 
man streets, and later the plant was moved 
to the room on Green street which is now 
occupied by the Bijou Theater. 
It was oc­ 
cupying that location when Mr. J. P. Chew 
came from Lawrenceburg, Ind., and bought 
the paper, November I 1877, from Col. R. 
P. Finley and Dr. Patton, its owners at that 
time. 


V t# 
Mr. Chew's position as Internal Revenue 
Collector kept hi91 in Lawrenceburg for a 
year following his purchase. That year the 
Gazette was published by his. son, Mr. W. B. 
Chew, who, in reminiscing recently, recalled 
a mental picture of the Gazette office as he 
first saw it when he came to Xenia to take 
charge of the office. 


The paper was being printed in what 
had formerly been a store room, and the

The north windows of the Gazette busi­ 
e s office and composing room of the late 
seventies looked out upon a grassy lawn at 
ie rear of the Rader home, a brick residence 
/hich occupied the site on which now stands 
che Y. M. C. A. building and the Millen and 
^vidson properties at Market and Green 
treets. 
Xenia city in post-bellum days con- 
*ined 
her prisoners in the “calaboose” 
vhich was situated on the ground floor in 
he rear of the building into which the 
Gazette plant was moved by its new owners, 
rn the wanter of 1877-78. The second floor 
of the space acquired for the mechanical 
iquipment was not secure enough for the 
.ews press and its steam engine, so a sec­ 
ond story was built over the calaboose and 
the Millen & Morris wool house, and there 
the press room remained until 1901 when 
the more modem Cox Duplex newspaper 
press was installed. 
It was necessary for 
this eight-ton electrically-driven machine to 


I occupy the ground floor, over a pit, and the 
Gazette secured for that purpose the one­ 
time calaboose, together with the wool- 
house, beneath its old press room. 
This new press, which printed from 
large rolls of paper, instead of single sheets, 
as heretofore, marked a new era in local 
newpaperdom. At this time there were also 
added two Simplex type-setting machines, 
and for the first time type was set by ma­ 
chinery in Xenia. 
Soon after this new 
equipment was placed in service a large 
special edition was issued celebrating the 
great forward step that had been taken, 
which even then 
placed 
the Gazette far 
ahead of newspapers published in other 
towns the size of ours. 
Some 1 2 years ago the first Linotype, 
the real up-to-date type-setting machine, 
was installed. 
From time to time others 
followed, until today four multiple-magazine 
machines are in use. 
Not only is the read­ 
ing matter set on these machines, but most 
of the “heads” and the greater portion of the 
advertisements. 
One of these machines 
“sets” eight different sizes and styles of 
type, that is, it manufactures the type in 
full lines, from which the machines derive 
their naipe “Linotype.” 
Six years ago the old Cox Duplex press, 


which had done such excellent service was 
replaced by a Goss Comet 
8 page press, 
which, after proving too small, was replaced 
nearly four years ago by a Hoe Straight-line 
twenty-four-page press, with a capacity of 
25,000 complete papers per hour, together

The late John O. McCormick, son-in- 
law of J. P. Chew became associated with 
the Daily Gazette early in its history, as 
city editor, and continued his connection 
with the paper until his death, in the fall 
of 1912. 
After seeing his newspaper established 
in its newr home on South Detroit street, 
James P. Chew decided to turn over The 
Gazette to his grandson and namesake, 
James A. Chew. 
This change in manage­ 
ment took place July I, 1912.

1915, The Xenia Daily Republican, which 
had been printed for three years by The 
Xenia Publishing Company, was purchased 
by a new publishing company, known as The 
Chew Publishing Company, 
which 
was 
formed to take over both the Gazette and 
Republican at this time. 
The Republican 
was inaugurated as a morning edition, to 
take the place of the morning issue of the 
Gazette, which had been printed for several 
years for distribution to subscribers on the 
rural routes. 
The semi-weekly issue of the 
Gazette was discontinued under the new 
management, several years ago. 


From its humble beginning, four de­ 
cades ago, the history of The Xenia Daily 
Gazette has been a story of success, won 
through earnest endeavor, and the applica­ 
tion of the established rule that the best 
possible product should be placed before the 
people. 


With a just pride, without egotism or 
exaggeration, The Chew Publishing Com­ 
pany declares that nowhere else in Ohio, in 
cities equalling and in many cases far ex­ 
ceeding Xenia in population, is so excellent 
a newspaper being issued, in such a com­ 
plete, modem and attractive plant.

Through forty years the growth of the 
Xenia Daily Gazette has been steady and 
always upward.

In its effort to please the maximum 
cumber of people, so that it insures tQ its 
advertisers, who pay for space in the paper, 
the maximum number cf readers, in its field, 
the newspaper spares no expense or trouble 
to give to these readers what they want in 
the way of news. 
In its effort to satisfy these customers 
who demand quality news, the newspaper 
pays for the services of an extensive, far 
reaching, and high-cahbred efficient news­ 
service, which at great expense covers the 
world in a net work of special correspond­ 
ents, reporters and telegraph wires, and 
sees that every news story of value to the 
clients of the service, is given them. 
Locally, the newspaper employs a staff 
of reporters whose duties are to do in the 
community, what the telegraph news service 
does all over the world. This staff ferrets 
out each day’s news stories, writes them in 
a concise manner, and they are printed by 
the newspaper so that readers, each day, 
are apprised of the happenings of their 
community. 
But there is yet another service given 
the readers by the newspaper. 
Realizing 
that the straight presentation of facts and 
news information, may not appeal to some 
who might otherwise read the paper, the 
publisher pays for special service and fea­ 
tures. 
He buys probably several 
picture 
services, which supply the newspaper daily 
with pictures of news events over the world 
or pictures in connection with feature 
stories of interest. 
The newspaper also buys a number of 
features written by experts, and designed to 
be appealing to certain classes of its readers. 


A 24-page Hoe high speed press, which turns o u t new spapers at the rate of 300 a minute, prints The 
Evening Gazette and The Morning Republican. 
T his huge machine weighing several tons and containing 
over 12,000 separate parts was installed here more than three years ago. 
It prints from a curved plate 
made in the foundry, and is capable of turning out copies cf the newspapers in minutes where hours were 
formerly required. 
It is electrically driven and can print up to 24 pages, cutting, folding, and collecting, 
ready for delivery. 


It pays fancy figures for newspaper fiction, 
such as the continued stories that run daily 
in a Certain section of the paper. 
It also 
buys other practical features, such as the 
housekeeping hints, styles, 
beauty 
chats, 
short editorial talks and fact articles, rhymes 
and poems. In catering to another class, it 
purchases large features decorated with pic­ 
tures and for another, endeavors through a 
highly expensive service, to present comic 
pictures, known as 
“comic strips,” 
and 
daily cartoons on current events. Its search 
for new features of this sort, at any ex­ 
pense, is never-ending and it 
carries 
out 
systematic plans to continually present to 
its readers copy that is appealing, interest­ 
ing, amusing or instructive. 
It is believed in a newspaper office that 
few people realize the value of a paper until 
they have occasion to use it for some practi­ 
cal need. 
Readers have a common 
stock 
phrase, which they use emphatically 
and 
with conviction frequently, that: “there is 
nothing in the paper.”

The mechanical equipment of the Xenia 
Gazette when it was established in 1868, 
was as simple as that of the average small 
city newspaper of the period. 
Aside from the two presses, a news­ 
paper press and a job machine, a few type 
cabinets and cases, and a make-up stone 
comprised the outfit. 
Later, prior to the purchase of the plant 
by J. P. Chew, the company installed a 
steam engine to operate its presses, and also 
added an Aldine three-color job press and a 
half-medium Gordon job press. 
The steam engine as a maker of motive 
power was soon discarded after the Gazette 
came into the possession of Mr. Chew. There 
was always a fine head of steam when it 
wasn’t needed, and usually none at all or 
very little, when it was needed most. 
When Mr. Chew bought the Gazette, this 
steam engine occupied a prominent position 
in the room which served as office, editorial 
sanctum, composing room and job room com­ 
bined. 
The noise made by the engineer 
shoveling fuel into its firebox, the pounding 
of its machinery and the hiss of escaping 
steam, furnished the music to which the 
“chief’' wrote editorials, harrangued the poli­ 
ticians, and soothed the feelings of the 
perturbed citizen who had called to “lick 
the editor.” 
With the discarding of the steam en­ 
gine, the management began its troubles 
with the gas engine. The four-horse-power 
Otto gas engine that was first bought was 
soon found to be too small to run both the 
newspaper press and the job presses, so a 
seven horse power engine was bought to 
operate tho newspaper and a two-horse­ 
power engine to furnish power for the job-

He explained that the former 
title was misleading and covered too much 
territory for a strictly home paper. 
The new name and Langdon’s efforts 
were unable to make a success of the paper.

In his farewell issue of 
January 7, 1830, Langdon bade farewell to 
his short list of subscribers in a lengthy 
editorial, in which he complained that al­ 
though the county had a population of be­ 
tween 10,000 and 11,000, his subscription 
list contained only 275 names. He also com­ 
plained that only that week a wagon load of 
press equipment had gone through Xenia 
bound for Oldtown, where the Messrs. Farns­ 
worth intended starting a newspaper. Lang­ 
don’s information in this regard was evi-' 
dently 
wrong, 
because 
the 
Farnsworth 
brothers set up their printing shop in Yellow 
Springs instead of Oldtown. 
TRANSITORY PUBLICATIONS 
Passing reference to them in files of 
other papers give the only record of transi­ 
tory sheets which were in existence in the 
county from time to time in the early days. 
One of these papers was the Xenia Register. 
In April, 1827, Editor Gardiner of the 
Peeples Press gave the 
following 
notice, 
“After the publication of this week’s paper, 
the oftice of the Peoples Press will be re­ 
moved to the upper east rooms in Mrs. 
Davidson’s stone house, near the public 
square.” The stone house referred to is the 
one still standing on East Market street ad­ 
joining the First Baptist Church, and which 
is said to have been built by Dr. Davidson in 
1814. This house is now occupied as a resi­ 
dence by J. H. Nagley, funeral director. 
Another of these papers which passed 
without leaving any record behind them, was 
said to have been The Xenia Transcript, 
which enjoyed a brief existence between 
1829 and 1833. Thomas Coke Wright is said 
to have been its editor. 
Another was The 
Xenia Free Press, established by J. H. Purdy 
in November, 1830, and which existed about 
ten years. 
A fourth paper of the thirties is credit­ 
ed to William D. Galigher, who called 
his sheet The Backwoodsman. 
The Democratic Spark came to life 
in the thirties and is supposed to have 
been one of the many political sheets which 
had a brief existence during that period. No 
copies of either The Backwoodsman or The 
Democratic Spark are preserved.

tion as County Auditor was announced. 
Wright held the office of County Auditor 
eighteen years, retiring in 1855. He served 
as Recorder of the county from 1860 to 
1866. 
Wright was succeeded in the publish­ 
ing firm by David Douglas, Jr. 
W right’s 
withdrawal appeared to sound the death 
knell of the paper. Only twelve more issues 
of the publication appeared, and the issue 
of March 28, 1837 announced that publica­ 
tion would be indefinitely suspended. 
The 
editor set forth the fact that the paper 
needed something besides good will to pay 
its bills and informed the subscribers that 
if the paper did not resume publication with­ 
in four weeks they might consider it dis­ 
continued. 
It did not again appear. 
That the Whig party needed an organ in 
the county probably led to the establishment 
of The Xenia Torchlight, the first news­ 
paper with sufficient foundation and public 
support to enable it to continue its voyage 
without being wrecked on financial rocks.

Greene County was The Greene County 
Press, which under the joint ownership of 
Albert Galloway and Thomas Coke Wright 
made its initial appearance Christmas eve, 
1835. 
As Wright had been connected with 
The Xenia Transcript, it is possible that the 
newr paper was the successor of that sheet. 
In the issue of The Greene County Gazette 
of November 17, 1836, Wright’s withdrawal 
from the publishing firm owing to his elec- 


The Torchlight shed its rays over Greene 
County for half a century continuing to be a 
virile wide-awake sheet, until it was merged 
with The Xenia Gazette in 1888. 
WELL KNOWN WRITERS 
Upon its editorial staff were at differ­ 
ent times some of the best writers in 
the state, including Coates Kinney and dt- 
way Currie, later known among Ohio’s im­ 
mortal poets. 
The pa per wras recognized 


among the newspaper fraternity over the 
state as a worthy sheet, and it was fre­ 
quently quoted in other publications. 
The late Whitelaw Reid, who died when 
he was serving as ambassador from the 
United States to the Court of St. James, is 
said to have had his first newspaper experi­ 
ence writing for the Torchlight. 
The late 
James L. Lantz who was a printer in Xenia 
for many years, frequently told tales of the 
days when Reid came down from his home 
near Cedarville and secured a job on the 
local paper. He was a friend of the Xenia 
man, who remembered among other anec­ 
dotes, concerning the later famous states­ 
man and publisher, that he lived in a little 
room on Main street, and sent his laundry 
home every week, his mother returning the 
fresh linen to him. 
TORCHLIGHT FOUNDED 
The desire of the Whigs to have a party 
organ in Greene County to support the can­ 
didacy of William Henry Harrison for the 
presidency was responsible for the found-/ 
ing of The Torchlight. At the initiative of 
E. F. Drake, a subscription paper was cir­ 
culated among the leading Whigs of the 
county asking for the subscribers “to pay the 
amount opposite their names, the money to 
be applied to the purchase of a printing press 
and material and the procuring of the neces­ 
sary apparatus to put into operation a Whig 
newspaper in Xenia.” 
Among the sub­ 
scribers were Charles R. Merrick, John Ser 
ton, Thomas Marshall, Daniel Martin, Samuel 
Puterbaugh, Joshua Martin, John Kendall, 
John Ewing, James Bratton, Albert Gallo­ 
way, Alfred Trader, George W. Wright, 
Nathan Nesbitt, John B. Allen, James Gallo­ 
way, James Collier, John Hivling, Brinton 
Baker, Samuel Crumbaugh, Silas Roberts, 
R. F. Howard, G. C. Lauman. There were 69 
stockholders. 
The first issue of the paper appeared 
September 19, 1838, bearing the unwieldy 
title of -The Greene County Torchlight and 
Xenia Advertiser. This title continued until 
the following July, when it was shortened to 
The Greene County Torchlight. Pazzi Lap- 
ham of Urbana was the first editor and busi­ 
ness manager of the new paper. With the 
issue of May 14, 1840, the name of the paper 
was changed to The Ohio 
Peoples 
Press 
bearing that title until it passed into the 
hands of VA B. Fairchild, who a few weeks 
later gave the paper its old name, The 
Greene County Torchlight. 
With slight 
variation it continued under that title u'ntil 
its absorption by The Gazette. 
MANAGEMENT CHANGES 
Fairchild retired in the summer of 1843, 
and the management of the paper fell into 
the hands of Otway Currie and Robert Mc- 
Bratney. Currie was possibly a better poet 
than newspaper manager, and he retired in 
June, 1845, leaving McBratney sole owner 
and editor until June 22, 1853, when W. E. 
Morris bought an interest in the paper. I*/,is 
connection with the sheet was short lived. 
When the Republican party made its appear­ 


ance in 1854, and two years later nominated 
John C. Fremont for the presidency, The 
Torchlight threw all its strength to the new 
party and its candidate. 
McBratney con­ 
tinued at the helm of The Torchlight until 
he sold the paper to W. B. Fairchild and Dr. 
H. R. McClellan. 
Fairchild was as uncom- 
prising a foe of slavery as McBratney had 
been and his vitriolic editorials on slavery 
and secession fairly took his opponents off 
their feet. 
Dr. McClellan retired from the 
publishing firm within six months, disposing 
of his interest to E. S. Nichols. The firm C? 
Fairchild and Nichols conducted the paper 
throughout the opening days of the Civil 
War and until April I, 1862, when it passed 
into the hands of W. T. Bascom a practical 
newspaper man from Columbus, who con­ 
tinued as editor and proprietor until Decem­ 
ber 21, 1864. On that date Perry Hawes be­ 
came the owner, but he was apparently glad 
to relinquish the ownership a year later to 
Coates Kinney and J. M. Milburn. 
Kinney 
and Milburn continued to publish the paper 
until the first of January, 1869, when they 
relinquished it to the tender mercies of a 
stock company in which the chief owners of 
stock were Dr. R. S. Finley and C. W. 
Newton. 
Competition had arisen and the last 
twenty years of the life of The Torchlight 
were not as prosperous as the first years. 
The stock company failed to make a success 
of the paper, and in 1870, J. D. Stine took 
over the controlling interest and became its 
editor and business manager. Stine was an 
excellent newspaper man, and had been an 
educator. On coming to The Torchlight he 
was associated with Oscar W. Marshall under 
the name of Stine and Marshall and the fol­ 
lowing eight years this firm had charge of 
the paper. 
In 1878 Stine bought his part­ 
ner’s interest and continued in sole charge 
until 1887. 
DAILY TORCHLIGHT ESTABLISHED 
About 1884* Stine began to issue a da; 
edition, and later Thomas G. Brown, th 
Postmaster and Joseph G. Gest, were 
sociated with him in conducting the dai 
in 1887 Stine sold the entire plar 
Ben R. Cowan of Cincinnati.

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Newspapers Spring Up in Towns Throughout Greene County 


While many papers were soming 
and 
going in Xenia, many more were spring up 
mushroom like in towns in the* Colnty oht- 
side the county seat. Thus practically every 
Greene County town has boasted papers now 
extinct. 
The first paper in Jamestown was the 
Echo, established by W. S. Galvin in 1870. 
That paper was the father of che present 
Greene County Journal and has been owned 
and published ever since its organization by 
the Galvins, father and son. The paper was 
called successively The Echo, Tribune, Comet 
and Journal. 
In 1898 The Greene County 
Press was established in the town and in 
1910 was consolidated with the Journal. 
There are no files of any newspapers in 
Yellow Springs prior to the ’80's, and the 
ear lier journalistic record of the village has 
not been traced. 
The first definite reco rd 
shows that Warren Anderson published the 


first number of The Yellow Springs Review, 
October 19, 1880. 
David L. Croy, of this 
city, bought The Review in 1890. In the fall 
of t-ne ioliowmg year a new' paper, The 
weekly Citizen was started and it absorbed 
the Review. 
The new paper was never a 
financial success and alter a precarious 
career, James R. Hale of Bellbrook, bought 
it in i894, and gave it the title of The Yellow 
Springs Torch. 
The Yellow Springs News 
has had a continuous career since it was 
founded by O. C. Wike, July 4, 1896. The 
paper soon absorbed the Torch. 
Wike sold 
the paper to J. N. Wolford, in 1905, and the 
latter sold it to Antioch College in 1922. 
Cedarville 
Cedaryi lie’s first paper was The Enter­ 
prise, wmich made its appearance in 1877, 
under H. M. Northup. 
In February, 1878, 
the name of the paper was changed to The 
Cedarville Herald. 
W. H. Blair became the 


owner of the paper in 1887, and continued 
as sole owner until 1896. 
Ile was followed 
by D. C. Wolpert, S. M. Ramsey, J. Robb 
Harper and Karhl Bull successively, the lat­ 
ter now publishing the paper. 
The Cedarville Record was established 
by Stephen Calvin Wright in 1903, and he 
published the paper until 1911, when he sold 
it to prohibition forces who moved it to 
Xenia. 
The paper was published here as a tem­ 
perance organ under

Greene County Tribune and was in existence 
about a year. 
Osborn

Trees are being cut,

processes of obtaining, recording, assemb­ 
ling, setting-up and printing of the modern 
organ-of-news, of fact and fiction, of politics 
and parties, the story of the railroad ac­ 
cident in Washington state, the 
ups-and- 
downs of the Irish question, what the ex- 
Kaiser is eating for breakfast and what 
milady will wear. 
4.nd The Gazette and The Republican are 
cogs in this world-wide news machine, grind­ 
ing out the happenings of the day, discard­ 
ing {hose not good enough or not of suffi­ 
cient interest, featuring those that are es­ 
pecially appealing, attractive or interesting, 
boiling down here, and embellishing there, 
and producing the whole in an easily digest­ 
ible mase of information in the form that 
the newspaper reader, with his or her quick 
grasp and perception and busy mind, must 
have it. 
The processes of gathering news 
are 
many and varied, yet systematic and com­ 
plete. They represent the efforts of minds 
trained to the work of scenting and sifting 
what the world is pleased to call 
“news.” 
Theirs are the noses of keen sensibility to 
the unusual, the item, or fact, or story of 
general interest, mixed with ability to pre­ 
sent these facts in readable form, in brief, 
concise and easily absorbed shape, so that 
they will appeal to the reader in every walk 
of life. 
What the “news room” or “editorial 
department” 
calls 
“telegraph news,” and 
what the reader of the Gazette or Repub­ 
lican finds date-lined from near or far sec­ 
tions, of the world, outside the circle that I® 
particularly covered by these papers, 
is 
gathered, assembled, written and cabled or 
telegraphed, through the tentacles of special 
correspondents sent out by the big news 
gathering services of the world. 
GATHERING NEWS 
One of the greatest of these is the In­ 
ternational News Service, which 
employs 
special correspondents, highly trained news­ 
papermen, who have been sent to live in the 
newsmaking centers of the world, and who 
send in almost daily copy to the main office 
in New York. 
From this main office and its branch 
offices all over the world, this news is dis­ 
patched by wire to the various papers which 
make up that particular newspaper’s clien­ 
tele, and of which the Gazette and the Re­ 
publican are members. 
Little time elapses 
until this copy, assembled at the offices of 
the news agency, arrives on the desk of the 
3ditor who handles the “telegraph news” on 
the various papers. 
One story follows an­ 
ither, yet the first may be the account of 
He international tennis matches at Forest 
'ills, and the next may be a report of the 
atrovercy held that morning between 
yd George and Eamon DeValera.

news agency, and who have a regu. 
itory, or, as they call it, a “beat” to 
. By visiting admitted news centers, 
House, the City Building, Police 


Headquarters, 
Charitable Society Offices, 
the Greene County Farm Bureau, the school 
departments, fire department, stores, depots, 
and hundreds of other places in their daily 
routine, and by a dilligent use of the tele­ 
phones, their calls covering practically the 
entire county each day, they become inform­ 
ed of the happenings of the day, that they 
immediately sense as news and therefore of 
general interest. These items they compose 
into news stories, the length and style 
of 
which is determined by their importance to 
the reading public and of the value of the 
news in general. 
They “pound” these out 
on a typewriter, with a view to style, com­ 
pactness and a clean presentation of facts, 
and above all with the idea of accuracy com­ 
bined with speed, and having finished, they 
are laid on the desk of the editor. This does 
not mean that the newspaper’s news gather­ 
ing force devotes all of a certain period of 
time to gathering news and the rest to writ­ 
ing this news. Stories are written and turn­ 
ed over to the editor as they “break,” 
or 
happen, or as the particular reporter finds 
time or finds it necessary to return to the 
office and write them. 
ADVERTISING RECEIPTS 
While this operation is going on, 
the 
local advertising department, with an early 
“dead-line,” or time when all copy must be 
in, is systematically selling the space in that 
day’s paper which is presented for sale, and 
which is practically the only 
contributory 
source to the finances of the paper, the one 
other being circulation. Many of these ad­ 
vertisements are written by the advertising 
department, trained to present store and 
trade news in attractive form so that it will 
catch the eye of the public. 
Other of this 
advertising copy is written by the adver­ 
tisers themselves and through the regular 
channels of personal solicitation it reaches 
the office before the 
“dead-line” and 
is 
ready to be converted into type for the edi­ 
tions of the day. In like manner works the 
national or foreign advertising department, 
assembling its 
advertising from 
foreign 
sources, which means the nationally adver­ 
tised products, which are secured by the ex­ 
pert ad men, retained as Foreign Represen­ 
tatives of the Gazette and Republican and 
which comes in “mat” or “plate” or “copy” 
form for regularly scheduled use, from their 
Chicago or New York office. 
In the meantime also, the circulation 
department, is laying its lines for the day 
to see that you get your daily paper on time. 
Its system of card indexing subscribers, and 
of keeping “tab” on every paper that leaves 
the office by mail or for distribution by car­ 
riers, puts it in a position to lay its finger 
on any subscriber or handle any complaint. 
Changes of address, renewals and new sub­ 
scriptions in large number must be handled 
daily, so that there is no lapse of time be­ 
tween the expiration and renewals, or the 
beginning of sending of the paper and the 
ending of it. 
The lists of subscribers are 
daily corrected, so that the mail department 
has a complete and correct list ready each 
day. 
The circulation department is closely 
alligned with the 
business 
office, 
which 
handles the entire business and financial end 
of the paper, keeps its finger on every other 
department, and presents the motive power 
for operation. 
With the beginning of the early morn­ 
ing flow of copy, both of news and adver­ 
tising, it starts in a steady stream that con­ 
tinues until all copy for the last edition is 
in the composing room, where the copy is 
put into type, type into pages, and pages 
sent to the stereotyping department in quick 
rotation. 
A battery of linotype machines, 
which by the simple operation of a keyboard, 
not unlike the operation of a typewriter, sets 
into metal slugs, column-wide, the copy of 
varied nature, has replaced the old-time 
printer with his cases of type in the old- 
time newspaper office. Speed and efficiency 
is acquired through the use of the machine. 
Before leaving the editor’s desk, heads 
are written for each separate news article 
of length and sufficient general interest to 
demand a head. 
The head is the big type 
used at the top of each story, to permit the

reader the opportunity of reading, or not- 
reading, as he finds these captions appeal­ 
ing or unappealing. The heads too, up to a 
certain size of type, are set on the linotype 
machines. 
PAGES ARE MADE 


After having assembled the 
type 
in 
each page, it is sent out on the “turtles”— 
tables on wheels on which 
it 
has 
been 
“made-up,” to the stereotyping room. The 
page is then gone beyond reclamation 
for 
that edition and changes will be made in 
the next edition only. 
The stereotyper shoves the 
page 
of 
type on a heavy steel table, and over it is 
laid a “matrix,’1 a sheet of soft, damp, sticky 
material made of two grades of soft paper, 
tissue paper and paste, and the page and 
“mat” passes under a heavy 
roller, 
the 
•pressure leaving the imprint of the type in 
the “mat.” The page of type is then done 
for the day, and this “mat” is then baked 
while still on the type, and under heavy 
pressure, on a steam table. 
It is then re­ 
moved from the type, which may then be 
discarded, then placed in 
a • semi-circular 
casting box, into which molten 
metal 
is 
pumped. 
The “m at” is then discarded for 
there is now a perfect replica of the type- 
page in semi-circular form, in metal about 
a half-inch thick. This metal “plate,” as it 
is known, is trimmed, sawed and shaped by 
various machines and is finally ready for 
the press. 
The forms are then “shot” to the press 
room down a small elevator. 
Here is the 
return of the north woods. 
Large quanti­ 
ties of the paper made from 
those trees, 
now in rolls of proper size to fit on the press, 
are kept in the paper-storage-room, ready to 
be run out to the press-room 
on a steel, 
over-head track, for quick substitution on 
the big printing machine. 
Under the printing process in use be­ 
fore the big Hoe, twenty-four-page rotary 
press was installed, the pages of type, di­ 
rect from the composing room, were laid on 
what was then known as the 
“flat 
bed” 
press, were “inked” by rollers, and then the 
paper was rolled over the page by the opera­ 
tion of the press. 
On the press now used there is a double 
operation which provides for the inking of 
the forms as they revolve, and th e passing 
of the paper over these inked forms in 
a 
straight line from one end of the big ma­ 
chine, to the other. At one end the printed 
paper in long strips passes through a sec­ 
tion of the press, which cuts it 
into the 
lengths of the printed page, 
gathers 
the 
several sections together and folds them into 
the shape received at your door. 
It also 
counts each paper on a dial, 
and 
“kicks” 
them out in bundles of fifty 
each. 
The 
printed papers are either rushed to the mail­ 
ing room, wrhere the pink label is pasted on 
by machines, or are “shot” through a win­ 
dow into the carrier’s room, in bundles of 
the exact number needed and a few minutes 
later the papers are being delivered to all 
parts of the city. 
TIME ELEMENT FACTOR 
In the construction and manufacture of 
a newspaper, the time element is the big­ 
gest its makers have 
to 
contend 
with. 
They work against so-called “dead-lines” at 
all hours of the day. Certain editions have 
to “make” certain mails—that is, they have 
to be printed and distributed in 
time to 
reach the depot or traction office to be car­ 
ried to nearby towns and villages for dis­ 
tribution by carrier. 
The Gazette and Republican now prints 
three editions daily to accommodate its sub­ 
scribers and give the best service possible. 
The Morning Republican leaves the press 
early in the morning in time to go out on the 
rural routes and is the first edition of the 
day. 
At two-thirty o’clock the 
edition, 
known as the 
“First 
Edition” 
is 
sent 
through, and dispatched to towns and vil­ 
lages which cannot be reached with a later 
edition. The “Final Edition” goes to press 
at 3:30 o’clock for city distribution only, and 
is the last regular edition of the day. Spec­ 
ial editions can be printed at any hour of the 
day, extras leaving on short notice in case 
of necessity. 
The manufacture of 
the 
newspaper, 
which you read every evening, begins about 
seven o’clock in the morning. 
From that 
time until the final edition is printed, news 
from all over Xenia, Greene County, Ohio, 
the United States and the World-at-large, 
flows into the office in a continuous stream, 
and evolutionizes into type and the printed 
pages.

Nat. C. Goodwin

According to one of the early issues of 
the Gazette, Nat C. Goodwin, world famous 
and much married comedian who died not 
long ago, gave a performance in the Opera 
House, Xenia, to only a fair sized audience, 
the night of January 20, 1882. 
His first wife, who was Eliza Weath- 
ersby, was associated with him as a head­ 
liner in the comedy, “Hobbies,” which was 
advertised in the Gazette. 
The advertise­ 
ment announced that Mr. Goodwin would 
lnTvihe 
p y zmalion Whiffles 
and that Mrs. Goodwin would take the part 
of Minnie Clover. 
Also that during the 
evening Mr. Goodwin would give his mar­ 
velous imitations of prominent actors. Mr. 
Goodwin is haled as “the funniest man in 
America.” 


Nat s star, which was then beginning 
to rise did not attract much attention in 
Xenia, for the Gazette, of the day follow­ 
ing the appearance of the Goodwins here, 
carried the following notice: 


“Nat Goodwin in Hobbies, was greeted 
by a fair house last night, but not so large 
as he deserved. 'The comedy of Hobbies, is 
certainly very funny, and Nat knows just 
how to extract the mirth from his audience. 
We have not space to particularize, but 
should Mr. Goodwin -*ome to Xenia again, 
he will have a full house.” 
Prices for the show ranged from 75 
cents, in the parquet and dress circle, to 
50 and 35 cents in the balcony and gallery.

The editor of the Gazette and the Re- 
' publican, James Parker Chew, 
Is the old­ 
est editor in active service in Ohio. 
This 
veteran newspaper man, who is now in his 
92nd 
year 
was 
bom In 
York 
County, 
Pennsylvania, but spent his youth and was 
educated in the public schools of Carlisle 
in th at state. 
When nearly 15 years old, his mother 
being determined that he should be taught 
a trade, after unsuccessful efforts with him 
at a shoe shop and a carpenter shop, finally 
succeeded in securing for him a place in the 
“Carlisle Herald” office, where later he was 
apprenticed for four years, to board with the 
editor and to receive for his services $25 
for the first year, $40 for second, $50 for 
the third, and $60 for the fourth year, to 
buy his clothes. At the end of his appren­ 
ticeship, when he was approaching his nine­ 
teenth birthday, having an 
uncle 
living 
at Lawrenceburg, Ind., he took Horace Gree­ 
ley’s advice to “Go West young man.” 
He started for Indiana, but when he got 
to H arrisburg to take the train he was of­ 
fered $7 per week to stay there, and thought 
to himself “no use going W est with such a 
liberal offer here.” 
Those were low wage 
days (1851), as the foreman at the Carlisle 
Herald office received only $5 per week. 
But the young man concluded to pursue his 
journey, and took the Pennsylvania railroad 
West. 
The railroad was then only finished 
as far as Johnstown, Pa., and from there 
he had to take the canal to Pittsburg. Ftom 
there he went by steamer to Lawrenceburg, 
20 miles below Cincinnati on the Ohio river, 
stopping at the latter place, Cincinnati, a 
few hours on Easter Sunday, 1851, to wandet 
around and follow the crowd to the Cathedral 
to see the wonderful floral display.

The new venture under the guidance of James P. Chew, proved successful and it has steadily forged ahead during its nearly 
half century of existence. 


GOES TO MADISON 
Getting no employment at Lawrence­ 
burg, Mr. Chew went to 
Madison, Ind., 
where he worked for a year or so, part of 
the time “pulling a hand press” to print the 
enormous edition 0^700 copies of the “Madi­ 
son Banner. 
Then Lawrenceburg condi­ 
tions had so changed th at he was offered 
the foremanship of the “Press” office. The 
proprietor, who was a Methodist preacher, in 
a year or so concluded to go back into the 
m inistry and was glad to turn the “Press” ! 
over to Mr. Chew on account of what he 
owed him and Mr. Chew to assume his in­ 
debtedness in bank for its purchase in the 
first place. It thus became possible for the 
young man from the East to become a news­ 
paper publisher six months before he came 
of age, and from th at day to this he has al­ 
ways had a newspaper connection. 
Mr. Chew telling why he came to Xenia 
and of his purchase of The Gazette, and 
subsequent starting of the daily said: 
“I bought the Xenia Gazette on the 
first day of November, 1877. 
I had long 
been publishing a paper in Lawrenceburg, 
Indiana—publishing a Republican paper in 
a rock-ribbed Democratic county, where I 
had no advantage from the “official” ad­ 
vertising, and it was to get the benefit of 
this that I came to Xenia. 
I bought the 
paper of Patton and Finley — Dr. J. F. Pat-

Railroads weren’t charging rates forty 
years ago that wmuld almost prohibit the 
average person travelling that way.

Issues of The Gazette of the file of 
1881 contain in detail the story of the trial 
of Guitaau, President Garfield’s assassin, 
which ran for about two months, the de­ 
fense attempting to free its client on the 
insanity plea. 
When fh e Daily Gazette had been pub­ 
lished for a week, the publishers announced 
the division of the town into four routes for 
the delivery of the paper to subscribers by 
carriers. 
The plan was adopted then which 
in effect has been in force ever since, the 
darners buying the papers and collecting for 
them from their subscribers each Saturday. 
The price of the paper to subscribers was 
ten cents a week. 
At the head of the editorial column of 
the new daily appeared the names of J. P. 
Chew as editor arid proprietor; W, B. Chew 
publisher and John 0. McCormick? local 
editor. 


The newspaper published in th(e center 
of a community of this nature, must lay its 
cornerstone of popularity on a foundation of 
personal interest. 
The subscriber to a newspaper publish­ 
ed in a city of this size wants to be able to 
read the personal comings and goings of th e 
people he knows personally or is acquaint­ 
ed with, as well as the bigger “local” news 
items or the new of world-wide importance. 
Xhis desire mounts to a demand from 
the news reading public, and fully cognizant 
of this sentiment The Gazette and The Re­ 
publican have built their reputation of bear­ 
ing to their readers the sort of news they 
call for. The so-called “country correspond­ 
ents,” that is, \he news gatherers in each 
community over Greene County make up 
what is an important cog in 
this 
news- 
gathering machinery that it is necessary to 
maintain in order to “cover the field.” 
W hether the reader lives in Xenia or 
one of the towns or villages of the county, 
or some neighborhood that has community 
interests all its own, he demands news that 
is of particular interest to him because it 
concerns himself, his family or his friends. 
This staff of the county news w riters Is 
maintained to see that The Gazette and The 
Republican are furnished with this type of 
news. 
In the small item of th6 illness of a 
well-known citizen carried in the news of a 
particular village or community 
may 
lie 
more interest for the reader 
from 
that 
community than any of the “big” stories 
that are played up on the front page ot the 
paper. 
Thus the work of these correspondents 
is serious and responsible because 
it 
in­ 
volves assembling all of the items of this 
nature available in the correspondent’s com­ 
munity, writing them in a readable style, 
and forwarding them to the papers. 
These 
papers furnished their correspondents with 
paper and 
stamps, 
addressed 
envelopes 
which they use in sending frequent news 
letters to the editor. 
In addition tney are 
instructed to never fail to use the telephone 
to infonn the news room of these dailies of 
the “big story” or particularly interesting 
or unusual news story “breaking” th a t day 
in their community. The smaller items are 
saved for the letters which are printed as 
they come in under a caption proclaiming 
from what town, village or community they 
come. 
In this way, all of toe subscribers of these 


papers are kept in touch with the events of 
interest in all the communities in the coun­ 
ty, and those who have moved from one place 
to another are enabled to keep in touch with 
the things of interest in their form er home. 
The news correspondence of any paper Is 
one of theh most important sub-divisions 
of nejvs that any paper can print. 
The 
caption 
“Jamestown,” 
“Yellow 
Springs,” “Cedarville” and others 
attract 
the eye of the reader to these news items 
from community centers. 
As the news let­ 
ters are received, they are read carefully by 
the editor, who edits them, and “plays up,” 
or emphasizes, possibly by sub-heads, the 
importance of items th at seem worthy 
of 
distinction, while others are carried with­ 
out headings as personals. 
These correspondents are anxious 
to 
furnish their papers with all the news hap­ 
penings of their comhiunities, and in this re­ 
spect they solicit the aid of 
the 
reader. 
They hope that their readers will help them 
make their column the best of all 
county 
correspondence in the papers.

DID NOT MOVE TO XENIA 
“I did not move to Xenia for a year 
after I bought the paper, for the very good 
reason that I had an office, being Internal 
Revenue Collector at Lawrenceburg, where 
in seven years I collected over nine millions 
of dollars for Uncle Sam, that district on ac­ 
count of the Lawrenceburg and Aurora dis­ 
tilleries, being the largest paying one in 
Indiana. 
So, for a year after November I, 
1877, my son, Mr. W. B. Chew, very suc­ 
cessfully conducted the Gazette, and has 
practically always been connected with it. 
“When we started the Daily Gazette it 
was a great venture, for at that time no 
towns of our size felt able to indulge in such 
a luxury, but we concluded to try it. 
Ss 
H arry Merrick and John A. Cisco, then in 
their young manhood, were started out as 
solicitors, and at the end of a week of hard 
drumming the town, were able to report 5Q0 
subscribers, and it was not until the end of 
the first year that we could brag on the im­ 
mense circulation of 1,000. You know adver­ 
tising is the life-blood of a newspaper, and 
in this respect tour venture was conspicuous 
by its absence. 
But having put our hand 
to the plow, we never for a moment felt like 
abandoning the project. 
4 Perseverance has ever been regarded 
by me as a cardinal virtue, so to keep ‘carry­ 
ing on’ was only second nature to me. Think 
you there were no ‘stum ps’ to be uprooted 
in this venture? 
Indeed there have been 
plenty. 
Many have been the Xenia daily 
papers th at have come and gone since that 
first Xenia Daily Gazette dared to exist. 
“And so it is, thanks to many thousand 
friends, th at we come to the day when our 
venture is no longer such, but a great public 
institution of our city and county, of which 
we think we have reason to be proud.” 


ELECTRICITY A NOVELTY 
Electricity for illuminating purposes, 
now considered indispensable was a novelty 
so short a time as forty years ago. A Daily 
Gazette of February, 1882, carried the fol­ 
lowing dispatch with an Indianapolis date 
line: 
“The electric light was introduced here 
tonight, at Christ Episcopal Church, which 
is believed to be the firsfNtourch in the 
country to adopt the new style of illumina­ 
tion.” 


Former Gazette Employes Reminisce 


EXTERIOR AND CLOSE-UP OF GAZETTE ENTRANCE* 


“IN THE GOOD OLD DAYS.” 
The 42nd anniversary of 
the 
Xenia 
Gazette brings to my mind fond memories 
of the good old days of my youth, and the 
days down through the midway of my life. 
It was on the Gazette that I spent most of 
my 
“professional and 
business” career, 
starting in as a carrier boy, and filling al­ 
most every position from that of “devil” to 
the holding down of the editorial chair 
(when the Big Chief was out of town.) 
So 
I consider the Gazette my alma mater—the 
big university—for it was through my as­ 
sociations with that paper that I secured 
the training that has helped me in my life’s 
work. 
, 
While Xenia and Greene County has 
produced many noted celebrities in the liter­ 
ary field, the name of J. P. Chew, the 
founder of The Daily Gazette, may be classed 
with that of Whitelaw Reid, Coates Kinney, 
and the other noted newspaper men, \tfhose 
names have been honored in the newspaper 
world. Mr. Chew, now the oldest active edi­ 
torial writer in the country, was remarkable 
in many ways. He was a great teacher, and 
today there are many men filling responsible 
positions over the world, who can trace their 
success to tile tutorship of J. P. Chew. He 
had traits of character that won for him 
the greatest respect of those who knew him 
intimately. 
He had a heart that was al­ 
ways beating for humanity, and especially 
was this applicable to his own employes. 
I 
recall the times when a new youngster 
would come into the Brennan home, that I 
would find in my pay-envelope an extra five 
dollars, with a note attached, saying: 
“A 
new dress for the new baby.” And then, too, 
how we boys (and the girls, also) would 
watch with eagerness the Christmas times, 
when Mr. Chew would make the rounds and 
pass out our Xmas presents. To us, he was 
a REAL Santa Claus—one who will ever live 
in our memories. 
I spent many a happy day on the 
Gazette. ’Tis true, it was a busy life—for a 
daily newspaper office is a place of hustle 
and bustle—but notwithstanding all this, 
there was time for frolic and fun, and many 
a joke was played and prank pulled around 
that old print-shop. I have a picture before 
me now of Clint Rader, asleep in a chair in 
the rear of one of the buildings close by, and 
I can see Harry Kiernan on top of the roof 
above turning over a bucket of water on the 
sleeper below. 
I can see one of the girl 
type-setters bringing into the office a box 
containing a pair of new shoes, which she 
p was returning to the store, and then I see 
Tom Maxwell switching the stipes, placing in 
the box a pair of men’s worn-out brogues. 
Yes, and I can see the flushed face of that 
gal when the store-keeper opened the box 
and found the old shoes. She had quite a 
time explaining that she was not trying to 
put one over ©n the shoe man. My, how the 
fur did fly around that composing room! 
Then, too, what fun we had when the 
new employe was sent around to the other 
newspaper offices for the “type-grinder.” I 
can see Matt Rump loading up some poor 
guy with all the heavy weights around the 
place, and sending him to some remote part 
of the city, and when he arrived there he 
would be told that it was at the other end 
of town the load belonged. 
Of course, I will never forget the joke 
played on Frank Ridenour, who was then a 
star reporter, and always eager to get a 
“scoop” on the others. I tipped him off to a 
news item for the morning edition, telling 
him that on my way to work I had heard 
that a certain railroad man had his foot tak­ 
en off. Frank hurriedly called up the hospi­ 
tals, a number of the doctors in the city, and 
the railroad stations. Securing no definite in­ 
formation from these sources, he relied on 
what I had told him and wrote an account of 
the accident. 
When he came to me to find 
out just how the fellow had his foot taken 
aff, with the most serious and pathetic 
countenance, I told him “that the fellow was 
sitting in the passenger coach and had his 
\ hot upon the seat, when the conductor came 
.long and took it off.” I have never seen a 
fellow look so beat, and Ridenour ever after­ 
ward was a little shy of early-morning 
“scoops.” 
But such things added spice to print- 
shop-life, and kept in good spirit the em­ 
ployes (and sometimes the bosses) whose 


daily work might otherwise have been a 
grind.

WATCHING DEVELOPMENTS 
“Write something about your early ex­ 
periences on the Gazette. 
You ought 
to 
know a lot,” said the editor. 
My mind flashed back over the years. 
There weren’t any real 
“experiences" 
I 
thought. 
Just everyday things. 
Everyday 
people. Everyday work. Mostly a pleasant 
haze of memories. 
But my miiid made up a picture. It was 
a layout of the old Gazette office over on 
Green Street, upstairs. J. P. Chew, then as 
jiow a revered and honored figure in Ohio 
‘newspaper history, on his high old fashion­ 
ed stool, before his tall old fashioned wall 
desk, bending over his books; J. O. McCor­ 
mick, he of beloved memory to the Gazette 
force of a few years ago, quiet and dignified 
at his roll top desk in a niche formed by the 
angle of the counter. 
I saw it all. 
The 
framed picture of the old Court House over 
his desk, and the one of the first Gazette 
force, the old Caligraph typewriter, the only 
one of its kind I ever saw, attached to the 
left hand side of the editorial desk, to be 
swung out of sight beneath it when not in 
use. 
The gas stove which was so close to 
my desk that its heat burned my back In 
winter, and the long windows through which 
in the summer afternoons the western sun 
streaming, scorched me. 
Then Frank Ridenour, 
slim, 
boyish, 
without the embonpoint that has come since, 
pounding out copy on the old Smtfji-Premier, 
and me, with my Oliver, trying to keep up 
with Frank. 
The steady “put, put” of the gas engine 
escape comes through the windows. 
The 
click of the Simplex typesetting machines in 
the composing room plays an accompaniment 
to th© typewriters. 
“Jim ” 
Anderson the 
foreman is shouting orders in his high pitch­ 
ed voice. 
I wonder where “Jim” 
is now. 
He went to New York and the last I heard of 
him he had sailed for England. 
That, was 
•before the World War. William F. Brennan 
came back to the Gazette as foreman after 
he retired as Mayor of Xenia, and Anderson 
left. 
It was “Billy” Brennan who showed 
me “type lice,” gullible green “cub” that I 
was. 
I can hear yet his shout of laughter 
when the dirty water sprayed into my peer­ 
ing face from the type he deftly shoved to­ 
gether. “Billy” Brennan it was as well who 
got the job printers to make an enormous 
sign to hang on the wall high above my desk 
denoting the new title I had acquired the 
morning my first nephew made his debut* in­ 
to the world. 
I recall the campaign meeting here dur­ 
ing the old Green Street days that brought 
to Xenia the late James W. Faulkner, be­ 
loved dean of political writers, and John T. 
Bourke of the Cleveland Leader, in the ex­ 
pectancy that a big story would break. The 
big news, which I believe was to have been 
an announcement of a candidate for 
gov­ 
ernor, failed to develop, but the two widely 
known political writers called at the Gazette 
office, and chatted in the 
fraternal 
way 
newspaper people do when they 
get 
to­ 
gether. 
I remember how pleased 
I 
was 
when they talked to me and 
gave 
advice 
about getting- on in the news game. 
But that tall seems a very, very long 
time ago. It was. 
I was with the Gazette 
through most of its transition period, which 
commenced with the 
removal 
from 
the 
Green Street quarters to its own building. 
I saw the separation of departments, the 
first step in greater 
efficiency 
in 
each 
branch of the paper. I saw the old Simplex 
machines give way to modern linotypes. 
I 
saw the great Hoe press replace the simpler 
printing 
machinery, 
and 
revolutionize 
methods of making up and getting the paper 
into circulation. I saw the general complex­ 
ion of the entire plant change from that of 
a successful small city daily, to that of a 
forward looking, progressive and attractive 
metropolitan newspaper establishment. 
A 
dozen years ago such a newspaper and such 
a home for a newspaper would 
not 
have 
been dreamed of in Xenia.

PEN SKETCHES OF YESTERDAY. 
Occupying the position of reporter on 
the Gazette, it was my duty to chronicle for 
a number of years, the comings and goings, 
the accidents and deaths of the city. If any­ 
one went to Spring Valley or Bellbrook, it 
was recorded as an item of news, and 
as 
they had to go by train instead of automo­ 
bile or traction, we usually caught them on 
the fly. 
Fred Kelly and Howard Bratton were 
my chief competitors in the news-gathering 
field in those days. They were correspond­ 
ents for out-of-town papers who 
sent 
in 
Xenia items, and of course the rivalry 
at 
times was fierce. 
Both of these men have 
since made good. Fred Kelly is a magazine 
writer of note who gets into the best periodi­ 
cals of the day, and Howard Bratton is the 
editor of a daily paper away up in Minnesota 
adhere the snows are six feet deep and the 
thermometer registers “forty below.” 
Of 
course, one being a magazine writer and the 
other an editor, they are both 
rolling 
in 
wealth and it would not be astonishing at 
any time for them to build a new theater 
or present the city with boulevard lights. 
Billy Brennan was foreman 
at 
that 
time but forsook his duties to go into poli­ 
tics ; was tw’ice elected mayor of the city and 
is now associating with statesmen and ora­ 
tors and thinks no more about it than 
if 
they were just ordinary people. 
One of my chief tasks in those days was 
to take care of the carrier boys and to take 
care of a bunch of about twenty of the wild­ 
est hyenas that were ever 
assembled 
in 
Xenia, was some job. 
One member of the 
firm attempted at one time to do a little 
welfare work among these boys and put in a 
reading room with dominoes and checker 
boards. It worked all right for a couple of 
days, then the boys concluded that the games 
were too high class and wanted something 
more exciting, and when 
the 
boss 
ap­ 
peared on the scene after a wild and exciting 
time among the boys, he found the checkers 
and dominoes scattered to the four winds, 
one leg off the table and the entire place 
looking like a cyclone had hit it. In spite of 
the fact that these boys were such an unruly 
bunch, most of them have been successful 
to a marked degree. Every once in a while 
I get a letter from one of these boys who 
has drifted to a distant state and he tells me 
of the progress he has made in business or in 
his profession. I think it must be a source 
of gratification to them and that these let­ 
ters are written with the spirit of heaping 
coals of fire on my head for the reason that 
I predicted in their youth that most of them 
would surely land in the penitentiary. None 
of them have reached the Presidential chair, 
although some of them are headed tnat way. 
County Auditor R. O. Wead is one of 
these boys, now being a politician of note and 
an orator of renown, and while he (has not 
reached the chief executive’s chair and has 
a long way to go, he is headed in that direc­ 
tion. I remember the antics of “Ace” Wead 
as well as any boy in the group, as he ex­ 
ceeded tho time limit, being a carrier 
for 
seven years and in all that time he never 
missed except one week w*hen he had the 
mumps. 
Another boy, “Monk” Johnson, develop­ 
ed a mercantile trade and the last I knew of 
him he was with the Marshall-Field 
Com­ 
pany of Chicago. 
Billy Jenks also drifted to Chicago. All 
three of the Schlesinger boys, Hugo, George 
and Arthur were carriers, the route being 
handed from one to another. 
A brilliant 
career was closed with the death of Hugo 
Schlesinger in Columbus a few years ago. 
George has been connected with the State 
Highway Department and Arthur is a x’ro- 
fessor in a western college and a writer of 
history. 
Frank Ridenour could never 
get 
the 
newspaper game out of his system and was 
a carrier boy and later a reporter, and he is 
now editor of the Piqua Call. 
He drives a 
sport model Buick motor car painted red and 
is still a bachelor, although they do say that 
Frank is wavering and is liable to fall into 
the matrimonial whirl-pool at any moment. 
Johnson Fleming is the head of a great 
educational institution in Lahore, India, and

has made for himself a wonderful 
career. 
Morris Thompson is a railroad man and 
Billy Nichols is now, I believe, a resident of 
the Hoosier state. 
Eber Cisco, one of the 
group of boys, is dead. 
It would be a difficult matter to find a 
bunch of boys who have indeed made such 
splendid success as those I have mentioned 
and they comprise the greater part of the 
group who were carriers of the Gazette at 
this one period. 
Some of these days the 
Gazette should have a “home coming” of all 
the old carrier boys. It would be a most in­ 
teresting and notable gathering. 
J. O. McCormick who was then city edi­ 
tor and with whom I was closely associated 
in the news work, has gone to his final re­ 
ward, but Mr. J. P. Chew, the veteran editor 
of the Gazette is still doing his task of writ­ 
ing editorials although he is now past ninety 
years of age. He was then, as now, a man 
of superior instinct and wisdom and sensed 
the right and wrong of matters of public wel­ 
fare with unerring judgment. 
I am glad 
that he is still able to wield the pen and I am 
glad to have been an associate with him. He 
taught me many thing of value in business 
which have been of use to me ever since. 
These were good old days and I often 
think of them and scores of incidents come 
into my mind connected with the “old home 
town” of that period.

MY START WITH THE GAZETTE. 
The request made of me to write a short 
story embodying some of my reminiscences 
as a member of the staff of The Xenia Daily 
Gazette causes my mind to wander back­ 
ward more years than I am willing to con­ 
fess. Memories crowd one upon another. I 
remember the Gazette back in the days 
when it was printed on a hand-fed press and 
when more than a four-page edition was an 
event. 
In those days I was a carrier boy 
and we carriers had to fold our papers. We 
did not have then a press that “bats ’em out” 
faster than one can count, all folded and 
ready to be delivered. 
It seems but yesterday, although it 
must have been fully twenty-five years ago, 
when I got my first job on the Gazette. 
George Graham, who was then a substitute 
carrier for Lewis Cox, at about two bits a 
week had me carry his papers one night for 
which service I was given the munificent 
sum of 5 cents. That was the first* money 
I earned on the Gazette and I came near not 
getting that as I missed one subscriber and 
George said he thought he “ought to dock 
me.” Anyway I got the nickel, and a little 
later I secured an honest-to-goodness job as 
a helper for Albert Piper, receiving a weekly 
salary of 30 cents. 
Later I became a route 
owner and thus in the capacity of a carrier 
lx>y I saw the Gazette blossom forth from 
its hand-set and hand-fed press-days to a 
flat-bed web press and Simplex type-setting 
machines, not the fast slug-casting Lino­ 
types of today, but machines that set type. 
These machines, which at that time were 
wonderful mechanical affairs, are now ob­ 
solete and manufacture of them has long 
since ceased. 
In those days the old w*eb 
press and the slow type-setting machines 
were as wonderful to all of us as the present 
modem 
mechanical 
equipment 
of 
The 
Gazette-Republican is now considered. 
In 1902 I became a cub reporter under 
“Hoke” Smith, who, before that time, had 
been the sole reporter on the Gazette, and 
alone and unaided, had chronicled the joys 
and sorrows of the community. 
At first I 
rather fear that I was of mighty little as­ 
sistance to “Hoke,” as I had never before 
written a news item, and did not know a 
news story when I met it face-to-face on 
the strict. However, under “Hoke’s” gentle 
tutelage I gradually blossomed forth into a 
full-fledged reporter, with a police badge and 
everything. 
In addition to being a cub reporter I 
was also circulation manager. 
The latter 
job was full of trials and tribulations as most 
of my friends were then carrying papers and 
it was no easy m atter to boss them around. 
In that gang I remember were Charlie Adair, 
Lawrence Wagner, Leon Spahr, George Gra­ 
ham, Chester Lucas, George Schlesinger, 
Wilfred MacDill and a lot more. 
Between fighting with that bunch, get­ 
ting out the mail, and helping “Billy” Bren­ 
nan and my old friend “Jim” Harris to keep 
the old web press “grinding ’em out” I was 
comfortably busy during the early years of 
my newspaper training. 
And I have been 
hi11 SY ever smog.

Practically ever since the Gazette 
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i ot 
came a daily paper, more than 
40 yet?* 
ago, the same system of handling 
cam 
boys has been in vogue. The system is sim­ 
ple but business-like. 
Boys who own their 
own routes, acquire them by purchase at 
$25 a route. 
Often, with approval of the 
paper, they are bought and sold between the 
boys themselves. 
The $25 is not actually a purchase price, 
but is more like a bond, which the young 
carrier puts up with the paper, to establish 
his credit and express his integrity of pur­ 
pose. 
For^hese young merchants need 
a 
financial background when buying and sell­ 
ing their product, just as many of them un­ 
doubtedly found necessary later, when they 
entered the ranks of commerce. 
The carrier buys his paper on “tick,” 
but in order to keep up his credit with the 
paper, he must pay his bill each week, and , 
thus is very anxious to keep his collections 
paid up promptly. Shortly before the paper 
“goes to press,” the carriers assemble in a 
room off the press room, expressly built for 
them. 
Benches provide them seating ac­ 
commodations until the papers are ready. 
Between the press room and carriers 
room, is a sliding window, with 
a broad 
shelf. 
When the big press starts turning 
out papers, the 
carrier 
manager 
counts 
them in bundles of a number to agree with 
the number carried by the boys^on the list 
before him. The papers are passed through 
the window to the youths. By referring to 
the carrier list, the distributor counts the 
papers out rapidly for each boy, who then 
leaves to begin distribution along his route. 
The number of papers taken by each 
boy each night, is then charged against him 
in the business office. 
Saturday is collec­ 
tion day for the carriers, and they come into 
the office that morning with pockets filled 
with pennies, nickles, dimes, quarters and 
money of larger denomination. 
Bills are rendered the boys each Satur­ 
day morning, and they are expected to set­ 
tle in full during the day. 
The $25 bond on deposit acts a.s a gov­ 
ernor and should they not be out of debt 
with the newspaper when they give up their 
route, the amount of deficit is deducted from 
the bond money when it is returned to them. 
However, such cases are rare in the long his­ 
tory of the paper’s carrier system. 
Carriers in towns outside of Xenia get 
their papers by train, traction or p u s e a c h 
evening, and they are charged a g a in s t them 
in the same manner as local carriers. Their 
bills are mailed to them and they pay regu­ 
larly by mail, just as the Xenia carrier pays 
directly at the office.

The business of keeping track of their 
accounts, taking care of their customers 
promptly and efficiently in ordpr not 
to 
jeopardize any of their income, of making 
change and collecting and of paying their 
bills, gives the carrier a distinct advantage 
in the matter of business training over lads,

after-school occupation.

It is a fact that newspapers operate on 
- an unrelenting and 
unmerciful 
schedule. 
**’ Every edition must leave 
the press 
on 
• scheduled time or mails will be missed and 
subscribers will not get their papers/ until 
late or not until the next day. 
From the 
time the newspaper worker starts his day 
he is working against time, getting in copy 
before news “deed-lines,” and making pub­ 
lication schedules to meet trains. The news­ 
paper must run 
on 
a 
more 
consistent 
schedule than do trains, for while 
trains 
may be late now and then, the newspaper 
can never depend on a late train to imke a 
mail. 
Rather than the den of confusion the 
word painter pictures, the 
daily^s 
“news 
room” or “editorial room,” is a place where 
system must be followed religiously. 
The 
“news room” staff on all papers includes 
those employes on whose shoulders depend 
the duties of gathering, assembling, writing 
or editing the news. 
On The Morning Republican and The 
Evening Gazette the work of the managing 
editor, telegraph editor, 
city 
editor 
and 
news editor as well as the copy-writing and 
head-writing, falls on the shoulders of one 
man, the city or managing editor. 
Upon 
him rests the responsibility of getting the 
papers out every day, editing several thou­ 
sand words of local copy, from 12,000 to 
15,000 words of telegraph copy, and the cor­ 
respondence sent in from near-by towns and 
villages in Greene County. 
In addition he 
edits a vast amount of 
propaganda 
and 
other copy more or less interesting that is 
piled on his desk daily through mail chan­ 
nels, including the contributions of 
“Con­ 
stant Reader,” “Vox Populi” and others of 
the newspapers' kind-hearted friends. 
In 
addition he must give out assignments, see 
that all stories are in, write all heads, make 
out the “dummy” for page one, which is a 
diagram of where stories are to be placed, 
and supervise the make-up. 
He is working 
against a local copy dead-line of 2:15 o’clock 
and a telegraph dead line of three o’clock, 
and must get his first edition away in time 
to make a 2:30 schedule while Ti.*s final edi­ 
tion must be given to the city carriers at 
o'clock. 
In addition he must see that 


copy picked up after dead-line of sufficient 
importance, is set for the Morning Republi­ 
can, while pages’are made over to take care 
of it. 
The Republican is printed at seven 
o’clock in the morning. 
Under the city editor, works% the staff 
of regular and part-time reporters, a proof 
reader and the more than a score of county 
correspondents. 
The society editor keeps in touch with 
the events of the local social world, and rec­ 
ords these social happenings daily under the 
column labelled “social and personal.” Un­ 
der this classification 
come 
the 
doings 
of the women’s world, parties, dances, teas, 
weddings, showers, engagement announce­ 
ments, and other happenings. She has also 
charge of gatherig, writing and assembling 
the “personals,” which are the small items 
classified without separate headings. 
The 
society 
editor 
also 
“covers” 
clubs and lodges, 
including 
the 
Greene 
County Farm Bureau and has charge of the 
weekly farm page, as well as writes deaths, 
Red Cross and Social Service League news 
and real estate transfers as well as general 
assignments and also takes care 
of 
the 
“morgue.” 
The “morgue” on a newspaper 
is the filed collection of photographs and 
cuts of prominent people, here and all over 
the world, with collection of data concern­ 
ing each, ready for instant use. It is con­ 
tinually being added to. 
Reporters take care 
of 
regular 
as­ 
signments, including the City Hall, 
Court 
House, police and fire, and finally sports. 
These news staff members cover their 
prescribed beats daily personally or by tele­ 
phone, at the same time squeezing in time 
for taking care of the usual 
amount 
of 
special assignments as made by the 
city 
editor. 
Their daily grind yields news 
in 
small or large quantities which ’ is ^written 
in the office as it is uncovered or as the re­ 
porter finds it convenient to get" to the of­ 
fice after covering a beat. 
All copy, how­ 
ever, is written with the idea that all must 
be in before 2:15 o’clock in the afternoon. 
As the copy is written it flows in an inter­ 
mittent stream to the editor’s desk, where 
it is read, revised if necessary, and heads 
written for it. 
It is then sent to the com­ 
posing room where it is put into type. 
After the copy is converted into type, 
a proof of it is taken, and with the copy 
this proof is turned over 
to 
the 
proof­ 
reader, 
whose 
desk 
is 
also 
in 
the 
news 
room. 
It is her duty to read 
the proof for typographical anc! grammati­ 
cal errors, mark these mistakes on the proofs 
and send" them back to the composing room 
for revision by the lintope operators who 
“set” the story. 
After dead-line the functions 
of . the 
news writers for that day are done, 
but 
they must write copy available for the next 
day’s paper. 
It is at this time that the re­ 
porters generally write the feature stories 
that appear frequently in the paper, 
and 
which are stories of general interest not ac­ 
cepted as “spot news” but which may 
be 
published at any time. They also take this 
time to map out their campaigns for the 
next day. 
When the first edition is run at 2:30 
o’clock, the city editor looks it over for cor­ 
rections and marks page one changes for the 
final edition at 3:30, when the last edition 
is run and the papers distributed to the 
‘carriers. 
After press time the strain under* 
which the news writers have been working 
is past for the so-called copy-rus(h is over for 
the day. The next day brings new assign­ 
ments and new stories. 
If reporters had such influence 
with 
destiny that the time for big 
stories 
to 
break could be controlled, the work of the 
news writers would 
always 
rn eve 
along 
smoothly. 
But the tendency pf 
the 
live 
news to happen .just before press time, thus 
throwing the entire staff off schedule, hold­ 
ing up editions and delaying distribution, fs 
the bang of the news writers’ day. 


Within his lifetime, James P. Chew has 
seen the world revolutionize the art of news­ 
paper making. 
In his own printing establishments 
with papers owned by himself, he has 
watched the progress of time and science 
supplant the slow, laborious, cumbersome 
hand methods, with powerful, delicate elec­ 
trically driven machinery, such as half a 
century and less ago had no place in the 
Wildest imaginings of the dreamer. 
From the Washington hand press which 
printed his weekly edition of 1,200 copies of 
the Lawrenceburg Press, on one side, in six 
hours, (the other being a “patent inside”), to 
that modem miracle, the Straight-line Hoe, 
which, at its full capacity prints the three 
daily editions of the Xenia Gazette and Re­ 
publican at the rate of 24,000 papers an 
hour, is marked an epoch of wonderful pro­ 
gress in the newspaper world. 
When the founders of 
the 
Xenia 
Gazette set up their printing plant in the 
third story room at Main and Whiteman 
streets in August 1868, they had a Cincin­ 
nati Cylinder news-press, which was an im • 
provement over the old Washington press, 
but still, was operated by hand. An idea of 
the labor required in operating an old • 
fashioned hand press, can be secured from 
the fact that^iine separate processes were 
required in order to print one side of a sheet 
of paper on it. These processes were, ink­ 
ing the roller, inking the form, laying the 
sheet on the tympan, “flying the frisket,” 
folding down the tympan, running the form 
under the platen, taking the impression by 
the platen, and then immediately afterward 
allowing it to raise itself by means of the 
counterpoise or spring, running out the 
the form, lifting the tympan and frisket, and 
removing the sheet. It required both hands 
of the pressman constantly employed and 
working with much agility to keep the hand 
press going. 
CYLINDER PRESS 
A Potter Cylinder press succeeded the 
Cincinnati news-press in the Gazette plant, 
This was the first power press used on a 
paper in Xenia. 
It was operated by a Bookwalter steam 
engine, and was at that time the last word 
in presses intended for the printing of small 
newspapers. 
The Potter with its steam 
engine attachment was part of the Gazette 
plant when J. P. Chew bought the paper in 
1877. 
After a time the new management install­ 
ed a gas engine, then a brand new thing. 
Later a folding m a lin e was also attached 
to the press. 
The durability of the Potter Cylinder 
Press is shown by the fact that it was used 


machinist’s art is one of the chief objects of 
pride in this newly outfitted home of the 
Casette and Republican. 
METROPOLITAN EQUIPMENT 
The press is* of the type used by all 
metropolitan newspapers. It is a stereotype 
machine, being arranged to print from curv­ 
ed metal plates instead of directly from the 
type like the flat-bed press. It is composed of 
three 
separate 
and 
distinct 
printing 
units placed one above the other; each print* 
a complete eight-page paper. The rolls of un­ 
printed paper are at one end of th e press. The 
paper goes on a straight-line through the 
press to the other end where the folder, a 
remarkable device, collects the separate webs 
of paper, cuts and folds them and delivers 
the finished papers ready for the carriers 
and mailing room, counted out in bunches of 
fifty each. 
It occupies a floor space of twenty-five feet 
long and six feet wide, and is over ten feet

continuously for the Gazette until the instal­ 
lation of the Cox Duplex in 1901, which 
marked the beginning of a new typograph­ 
ical era for Xenia. This was the first press 
in use here which printed papers from a 
continuous “web,” or roll of paper instead of 
the old style single sheets, and turned out 
the completely printed and folded paper for 
the carrier. 
Such a press was rot only a novelty for 
Xenia, but was a decidedly progressive step 
for a newspaper in a city of Xenia’s size. 
It was probably the first small city paper in 
Ohio to install a web press. 
The Cox Duplex was used for printing 
the Gazette until after the merger of the 
Xenia Daily Republican with the Gazette. 
The Republican was using a new Gobs flat 
bed perfecting press, and after a few months 
the Cox Duplex was sold, and the Goss 
Comet installed in the Gazette plant. 
The rapid growth and expansion of the 
Gazette and Republican soon necessitated 
the installation of a press which would give 
more speed, perfection and volume of work. 
This led to the purchase of the twenty-four- 
page, Straight-line Hoe Press by The Chew 
Publishing Company. 
The new press was 
set up in November, 1919, by the manufac­ 
turers, R. Hoe and Company of New York. 
This handsome product of the inventor’s and 


high. It weighs thirty tons and is composed 
of more than 12,000 separate parts. 
Much of the difference in the output of 
the old and new presses is due to the stereo­ 
typing process. 
For the stereotyping the 
typing process. 
The type is first set and 
made-up into pages and locked in forms 
in 
the 
usual way. 
Several layers of 
specially prepared and 
dampened 
tissue 
paper or papier mache are then pressed 
down on top of the type form. 
This is 
called the matrix. 
It is moulded into the 
exact form of the original type and after it 
has been dried under heavy pressure in a 
steam drying press it is placed in a curved 
mould and molten metal pumped into it. This 
metal fills all the impressions left in the mat­ 
rix, by the type, thus making in a curved 
form, a duplicate of the original type mat­ 
ter. 
The plate is automatically trimmed on 
the edges and shaved on the inside until it 
becomes of the right size and curvature to 
fit the type cylinders. 
Each half-round 
plate represents one page of the paper. The 
plates being curved the entire printing 
process can be performed by rotary motion, 
permitting the marvelous running speed of 
the press. 
Each of the printing plates weighs 80 


pounds, and when the press is fully dressed, 
the approximate weight of the metal on it is 
one ton. 
The running speed of the press is eight 
times as great as that of the Goss Comet 
which it succeeded. 
There is nothing better to be secured in 
the printing press world than this hand­ 
some machine on which the Gazette and 
Republican has been printed for the last two 
years. The larger papers have more units, 
that is all. 
Few cities in Xenia’s class can boast a 
newspaper plant having such a press as that 
used for the two publications of The Chew 
Publishing Company. 


DIME CAME BACK ,
